Before the close of the nominations J, 
Dalton, R. Rusk, J. W. Kellar and G. E, 
Sniderdeclined their nominations, A. A. 
Richardson elected to stand for the deputy- 
reeveship, ‘The Clerk declared Jas, Dryden 
elected reeve by acclamation, and R, Mil- 
ler, R, Anderson and W,J. Malley elected 
members of the public school board by ac- 
clamation. 

R. Geddis, on behalf of the different can- 
didates, demanded a poll, “The Clerk was, 
on motion, instructed to preside for the 
rest of the proceedings. 

THE SPEECHES, 

J. Dalton, the retiring reeve, was the 
first speaker. He would like to have 
matters more fully discussed at these 
meetings than they generally were,’ In 
reference to county matters, very few rate 
payers seemed to take interest in them, 
This was a mistake, as a great deal more 
money Was Spent in county government 
than in the municipalities. The expendi- 
ture of Leseronto last year was about 
$18,000; that of the county $146,000, A 
reference to the financial statement would 
show that the amount paidover by the town 
for county purposes was $1,089, abont $400 
less than it was the previous year. There 
was a considerable saving, and was a proofof 
economical management on the part of the 
county corncil, There bad not been for 
many years any political strife in the 
county council, and he boped that under 
thenew regime the same state of affairs 
would prevail, As all were aware, the 
new County Council Act provided for

| minority representation ; he thought that 
| with a few 


amendments the act woud 
an improvement on the old one 
There had been too many members in the 
county council; they would be reduced 
from 39to 14. Some thought that it would 
be better to have three members from each 
division. Deseronto now occupied a pecu- 
liar position, but he felt that their Tyendi- 
naga friends would give the town justice. 
In reference to county equalization the 
town had fured well in the past on account 
of its being & manufacturing town. Mr. 
Campbell, the provincial road instructor, 
had pronounced the roads in Hastings as 
the best in the province, Deseronto paid 
its proportion for the maintenance of these 
roads. and received but little expenditure 
in the town, though of course the town 
was benefitted by the roads im this part of 
the county lealing to Deseronto. The 
county council had generously granted $200 
to the sufferera by the fire of May 25th. 
Coming now to town attaira: ke had been 
chairman of the committee which bad in 
charge the introduction of the new system 
of Waterworks, He had before hima full

was no danger on that account, the pressure 
| being at present equal to any demand likely 
to be made upon it. He would like each 
tatepayer to visit the power-house which 
waa the property of the town, the power 
furnished being leased for one year from 
the Rathbun Company. The sum of $1,390 
had been spent last year for fire protection, 
The new syetem would lessen rates. He 
| was glad to learn a very Ia number of 
residents were intending to take water next 
year. In reference to the cost of the 
system, he would say that at firat it was 
not intended to have drinking water, but 
subsequently it was thought better to pur 
chase a filter, and this had been done at a 
cost of $3,000, and now the town would 
enjoy the very purest of drinking water. 
Notwithstanding the extra cost entailed by 
the filter, the purchase of 1,800 feet of 
extra pipe and additional hydrants, the 
cost of the works had only exceeded the 
original estimate by about $1,500. 

In reply to a question by R. Geddis, 
Reeve Dalton raid that a change had been 
made in the plan of the stand-pipe, but that 
the result would be one which would be 
dust and frost proof, more ornamental in 
design, and in every respect better. In 
answer to a question from Mr. Geddis 
about the $3,000 voted for the fire hall and 
appliances, Reeve Dalton said that there 
was a difference of opinion concerning the 


suitability of the town hall for fire pur- 
poses, a3 a@ great many changes would 
require to be made and it might be better 
to build a new hall in another part of the 
town. He was glad to say that the water 
works had been so far erected without 
danger or accident, 

ayor Rathbun, in his address, said that 
the year 1896 had been an eventful one in 
the history of Deseronto, probably the moat 
important since its incorporation as » town. 
It had been wise to keep expenditures at 
the minimum, thus enjoying a lower rate 
of taxation per head than any of the neigh- 
boring towns. 1896 had witnessed ao 
awakening in educational matters, and sub- 
stantial progress had been made, Our 
common ‘chool had never been so efficiently 
manned, and will no doubt continue to 
send an increasing number of graduates to 
the Gigh school, which is also making an 
excellent record. The high standing of 
the graduates of both schools had done 
credit to the principals and teachers, as 
well as to the parents. The Public library 
—the taking over of which was very natur- 
ally attended by some doubts—bad been 
eminently successful, and is proving itself 
one of the best educational institutions of 
the towa—one of which the citizens 
may be justly proud. The system would 


not be complete until a kindergarten 
branch has been established so that little 
ones could lay « foundation for better pro- 
gress in their future educational carzer. 
1896 would be remembered by many a3 the 
year of the great fire, and yet we could be 
thankful that the disaster was not greater. 
The enterprising and progressive spirit of 
our people had been manifest in the re- 
building and other improvements following 
that event. The disaster evidenced anew 
the warm sympathy so generally felt for 
the suffering, and resulted in a relief fund 
which has encouraged to renewed efforts 
and greatly relieved the distressed. The 
churche+, mi.sion organizations, Sunday 
schools, and different benevolent societies 
of Deseronto during the year had mani- 
fested a practical ftanarnlette more pro 

nounced tban ever before, There was no 
better foundation for a town’s progress 
than light financial burdens, honest ad- 
ministration of muoaicipal affairs, high 
educational privileges, and brotherly kind- 
ness and good-will among its citizens. 
Death during the year had removed a nam- 
ber of excellent men and others had sought 
new fields of labor. Many are—ani! would 
be—greatly missed; but ofr ranks will 
again c'ose up, with no lessening of energy 
and determination Ly God's help to advance 
the industr'al cuterprises of the town, to 
enlarge *t. commercial interestand to assure 
tory .y one equal rights and privileges in 
nl whings. ‘Lhe inauguration and near 
vompletion of the waterworks system, 
which will be second to none in its com 

pleteness, marks a new cra as regards the 
health, beauty and ty of the town. 
The favorable financial arrangements 
made, and the very reasonable water rates 
being established, warrant the belicf that 
these privileges will soon be enjoyed with 

out any increase of our rate of taxation. 
The western portion of Deseronto had this 
year made substantial progress, aud will 
become one of the mot inviting parts of 
this beautifully situated towo. The in 

dustriea had all been comfortably busy, 
the output of goods and number of hands 
employed comparing favorably with former 
yeara; although prices of all commodities 
continue very low, and, in fact, during the 
year, like many other products, were lower 
thun ever before. Although eome of the 
industries of the town bad largely increased 
their output, ‘t was a matter of regret that 
the year had pa-sed without the addition 
of any new lines of manufacture, but there 
should be no lessening of effort to secure 
some new and permanent industrics to 
further attract the trade of the district, 

There was cause of gratitude for the bless- 
ings of 1896 and the improved outlook. He 
wassure that the interests of the town are 
on a broad and substantial foundation. and 
with care and prudence and continued in- 

terest in public matters warranted invest 

ments and the putting forth by capitalists 
of effort to enlarge the commereial opera 

tions of the town. Although there were 
but few men of capital in our community, 
yet credit was the capital of character, and 

ifour people are honorable, prudent and 

saving they would become a community of 

capitalists ; a capitalist, as was usually 

said, being & man who spends less thao 

he earns, This, coupled with integrity 

of character, is worth more than rmillions 

of hoarded wealth, Deseronto had been io 

the pa-t a progressive town, the savings of 

its people being pnt to active use There

ta Deseronto and Canada, both of winch | 
hu been seriously affected by the troublea 
in that country, The municipal work of 
the past year had been arduous and trouble 
some, but the officers of the town lind been 
untiring in their efforts and zeal. Notown 
had more complete service or ata lower 
cost than Deseranto, He referred to the 
pleasant experiences at the vouncil board, 
thanked the electors for their confidence 
and the officers for the manner in w hich 
they had performed the.r duties 

K. Geddis was the next speaker. He 
eaid he appreciated the honor of beiog 
nominated, He himself, as they were 
aware, was not, like Mayor Rathbun, a 
public speaker. About twenty-one years 
ugo he had cast his lot in Deseronto. In 
tbat time the town had grown Lo its present 
goodly proportions. He had filled several 
public offices to the satisfaction of the peo 
ple, as he considered theic interests as his 
own. He had been collector of the town 
for seven years, and each year had return- 
ed the roll on the dav required, some- 
thing which had not been done before or 
Since. He had al-o been a member of the 
public school board and was responsible 
for several changes made and could take a 
share of the general credit. He had been 
a member of the town council and chair- 
aan of an important committee. Duriag 
his lat year he had asked the committee 
to bring in a recommendation to recure 
protection against fire by issuing debentures 
to raise money for that purpose Mr. 
Rathbun had pt in a partial system ata 
cost of $12,000. If that recommendation 
had been entertained the residents of the 
east end would still have their property, 
Part of that system put in was even now 
frozen up and burst, and he considered 
that $12,000 was altogether too much to 
pay for it. Looking over the financial 
statement he failed to see how much had 
been received for constable’s f es, In the 
report of the County Council he observed 
a sum of over forty dollars paid to our 
constable as fees, but there was no refer 
ence to itin our town report although the 
constable waa well paid by the council. 
He favored the appointment of a high con 
stable for Dessrouto by the County Coun- 
cil. He had met Chief Gunyou near Shan- 
nonville drawing in hay. As that offivial 
was paid by the towo he should be here 
and not on the road, A motion had been 
passed that the constable should not leave 
town without permission of the chairman 
of the poiice committee. Had he obtained 
that permission? I[f elected he would do 
his best to advance the interests of the 
town. He had tried to be @ good citizen 
aud if he had made mistakes they were not 
wilful. 

J. Dryden said he was once more before 
then with all his faults and’ fa lings. He 
had tried to do his best and had handled 
public money as carefully as if it were his 
own. He thanked them for the honor of 
electing him by acclamation. 

Mayor Rathbun wished to refer to the 
payment of $12,000 for a portion of the 
waterworks. The committee had the fore- 
sight to look well into the matter before 
taking that part over. Mr. Butler had se- 
cured a detailed statement from W. Shan- 
ley, the very best authority on such mat- 
ters, and he had valued them at over $12,- 
00C; a3 a matter of fact they had cost 25 
percent, more. He thought that for $35- 
000 we had a plant better and very much 
cheaper than that of basi RUD RISK towns. 
The Rathbun Company had never made 
any money dishonestly out of the people of 
Deseronto, and he challenged any one to 
lay a finger on a single thing done by the 
Rathbun Company whieh was derogatory 
to Deseronto. Other towns were already 
recognizing the superiority of our water- 
works and were desirous Of imitating the 
system offiltration. As for Chief Gunyou 
lie would be disappointed, if after 25 years’ 
acquaintarce with him he had done any- 
thing dishonest. 

R_ Geddis said he did not insinuate that the 
Rathbun Company had been taking more 
than’ they were entitled to nor that Chief 
Ganyou was dishonest. ! 

A. A. Richardson referred with pride to the 
great efficiency of the public school and the 
harmony which characterized the mectings of 
the board, He had decided to stand for 
deputy-reeve, but there would be no contest 
between him and Mr, McGaughey, as if that 
gentleman wished to stand he himself would 
retire, He thanked the electors of East ward 
for their oft-repeated expressions of confidence 
and he would not forget their kindness. He 
referred to the splendid manner in which the 
clerk and treasurer had performed their diffi- 
cult duties during the year, The council had 
taken over the Public library, paying $500 for 
$1,600 worth of property. T here was some 
prejudice against this at first, but now all 
favored it. After Reeve Dalton’s statement 
it was not necessary for him, though # member 
of the committee, to refer to what had been 
done. Ho thought the work was well and 
economically done, New sidewelka had been 
laid down in the burnt district, and the pro 
menade on Dundas atrest was a great im: 
provement, There had been no increase in 
the rate of taxation. In reply to a question 
from Mr, Geddis, he said that the council had 
not sold a street during the year, He also 
said that it was rumored he was seoking the 
mayoralty this yoar, but such was not the 
case; he had never sought for any position 
Io his opinion the town should retain their 
present mayor as long as possible, as he 
brought prestige to the town, He himeelf was 
too loyal to the town to aspire to the position, 

G. E, Pearson said that when he left home 
he had no intention torun, Should he Jecide 
to do so he would work for the best interests 
of the towa y 

R. Miller thanked the electors for returning 
him to the school board, 4 

R. Anderson thanked the electors for thoir 
unanimous expression of confidence 

The other candidates being absent, the 
moeting was closed.

Something like a week may 
be anved from this account by following 
the American or Canadian rontes. From 
Bremerhayen to Shanghai consumes 
forty-seven days, and from Marseilles tu 
Yokahama yin the sleseagerios Maritimes 
line forty days. Taking the minimum 
time, thirty-one days, and while it is 
being covered by ship and car over Brit- 
ish routes a Russian freight train can 
leave Moscow and run to Vinadivostock 
and back again and have five days lee- 
way. 

Regarding expenses,

costs $890, second olnsa $24. Adding $10

Chickens in Boston. 

In the limits of Boston it 1s often an 
offense, punishable with a $50 fine, to 
keep or kill a chicken or fowl of any 
kind. The same statute also forbids the 
sale of live fowl on the streets or in the 
markets, The slaughter of the feathered 
tribe must all be conducted tn one build- 
ing that the authorities havo dosignated 
for thut purpose. To keep folks from 
raising chickens on thelr own premises 
seoins o bit tyrannical, but the regula- 
tion was made in the public interest, and 
done for sanitary reasons. 

The business of keeping fowls in the 
crowded residence sections had developed 
graye abuses. Some of the dealers ware 
in the habit of confining large numbers 
in the basements of their dwellings; 
others cooped them in the narrow and 
dark passages between two houses, 
Slaughtered on the premises by the hun- 
dreds, there arose from such places an in- 
tolerable stench, and an entire nelghbor- 
hood would be polluted by the foul 
odors, This gaye rise to such frequent 
complaints that an iron-clad regulation 
was enacted that puts everbody on the 
same plane.

The Firat Vaccination. 

The first ohild ever yacoinated, on the 
authority of a tombstone In the ohurch- 
yord of Worth, in Dorsetshire, England, 
Was the son of Benjamin Jesty of Donn- 
shay, who died on tho 16th of April, 
1810. Tho inscription on Mr, Jesty’s 
gravestono states that tho doceased waa 
partioularly noted for haying been the 
firat man that introduced the cpewpox by 
{nooulation, and that ho vaoetnated his 
wife and two sons in 1774, or twonty- 
two years beforo Mr, Hdward Jonner 
made his first yacoination on tho boy of 

ames Phipps on tho 14th of May, 1708. 

Phe doctor inoculated that boy, who 
wos olght years of age, with vaccine 
taken from tho handa of umilkmatd who 
was suffering from oowpox, and six weeks 
Inter ho tested'the effects of his experl- 
ment by Jnooulating the samo lad with 
amallpox.

POLICE FORCE OF JAPAN. 

Duties of the Putrolmen—The Length of 

Their Hair Regulated. 

The police force of Japan te a large 

and well-organized department con 
structed on the French model. In Tokio, 
the anolent Yeddo, which is the capital 
and seat of government, tho carilert 
force of ‘‘watohmen’' was organized by 
‘Kawadzu'’ (the first Chief of Polioo in 
Japan) on his return from Europe nearly 
a quarter of a contury ago but the police 
foroe was established on its present foot- 
ing twonty one years ago. It has now a 
strength of 3,474 (221 ohlef inapectors 
and subinepectora, and 8,253 constables 
or Junsa). The Fire Department is also 
under police control. For a slender re- 
muneration a large amount of service Is 
expected, says the Sunday at Home. The 
ordinary city policeman is on daty every 
other day for twenty-four hours, Elgtt 
of these hours he must stand in front of 
one of the little boxer, or kobancho, of 
which there are 338 in the City of Tokto, 
For eight houra he must patrol a certain 
district, returning to his kobancho, and 
during the remaining eight he may ait 
or Me on a bench within the inner room 
of the kobancho, ready to be called 
upon atany moment if required. Six 
policemen are attached to each box three 
by day and three by night, so that while 
one js resting a second is on the fixed 
point duty in front of the box, anda 
third is patrolling. 

On his off-duty duys the polfooman is 
partially employed in making inquiries, 
serving suminonses, filling in census 
papers or carrying ont one or other of the 
forty-two separate and distinct duties 
which he has to look after. For a police- 
man in Japan is supposed to know a 
little of everything and take a paternal 
Intorest in everyhody’s affairs. He must 
repent to his superior officer all the 
rumors and gossip of his district, give 
account of meetings of every kind, 
religious and political, and keep an eye 
on all newspapere printed or sold. He 
must tabulate the people of his district 
into three olnsses, A, B, aud C,and make 
& correct census and report upon them 
seyeral times a year, Ho must report the 
condition of all streets, bridges, embank- 
ments, drains, cemeteries,etc., give notice 
of accidents, nulsancer, diseases, deaths; 
keep a watch over the quality of all milk, 
meat and vegetables sold, and report on 
lost children, doubtful characters, 
gambling, drinking saloons, pawnshops, 
markets, fairs, weights and measures, 
funerals, festivals, runaways, physicians 
and midwives, foreigners and their 
passports, and all kinds of theatrical 
performances and gatherings of the peo- 
ple, 

A Japanese policeman seldom has much 
difficulty in making an arrest. He is 
Invested with all the majesty of the law, 
and to tho Japanese law is supreme, It 
is almost amusing tosee him holding a 
solemn court in the atrect to settle some 
dispute hetween the inhabitants. The 
surrounding crowd shows no disposition 
to ridiculeand banter, which is so tryin 
tothe temper of the ordinary London 
“Bobby.’’ With the utmost gravity he 
examines the parties interested, notes 
down the information given, and finally 
pronounces his decision, which is gener- 
ally obeyed without question. This 
absolutism strikus the foreigner all the 
more because the polivemen ore usually 
youthful in appearance and small in 
figure, Five feet two inches js the stand- 
ard helght and 21 ts the medium age for 
entrance into the force. Every policeman 
recelyes minute instructions as to his 
deportment, the position of his hands 
when standing, sitting, etc, and the 
length of his hair, which *‘tmust not be 
more than 2 inches in front nor 7 10ths 
of an inch on the neok,’’ The police are 
for the most part recruited from the old 
Samaural, the fendal class of past ages, 
and for the most part they appear to carry 
out the code of honor handed down to 
them from generation to generation. 
They are an intelligent, determined and 
courageous eet of men, well disciplined 
and said to be above corruption,

POINTS TO BE SURE OF BEFORE 
INVESTING. 


A Big Difference Between Mining Stock 


and Actual Mining—A Case Where Ex- 
perience Ix Not Cheap at Any Price. 


Rather than be accused of oxaggera- 
tion I have alwaya striven to understate 
the possibilitios presented by Investment 
in mining enterprises. My reason for that 
is that the general public as a rule, troat 
with inoredality reports of the riohnoss 
of mineral deposita they haye not secon 
for themeolyes. Why this should be so ts 
{noxplicable to any, unless it be thoy 
Inagine that mining men are alfted with 
more play of fanoy and more fertile and 
elustio tmagination than othor mortals, 
I believe, though, that tho prejudices 
against mining enterprises, whioh hither- 
to hayo griatly retarded the development 
of our resources, are largely based on tho 
confounding of mining in stock with 
notual mining. The two vary as pro- 
foundly ag the farmor in Manitoba diffors 
from the gentleman in the grain pit of 
the Toronto Board of ‘Trade: Whatever 
exigenoios real mining may be subject 
to, the hazards are no greater than mon 
are willing to assume in establishing 
banks or wholesale ostablishments, <All 
thst ts required in the premises is the 
same careful calculation and the same 
intelligent forethought. 

TOO MUCH EXPERIENCE, 

For several years I havo longed over £0 
much to meot the man who colned the 
saying ‘Experience 1s cheap at any 
price.’’ I am prepared to solomnly affirm 
—I cannot swear—that he never engaged 
in the promotion of mining enterprisos 
in Canada. But in case he did and gave 
currency to that phrase after doing s0, he 
deserves to haye his name handed down 
to future generations os excelling Job in 
patience. My experience has almost ex- 
hausted the stock of patience nature 
endowed me with. 

No people in the world have oxerolsed 
less discretion in their inyostments of 
this nature, and none hayo been more 
easily gulled by glib-tongue strangers 
than Ontarloans. As a rule they have 
acquired shares in mines muoh as they 
would take a sbaro In a_ prize oake ata 
churoh fair, giving little or no thought 
or care to the conduct of the enterprise. 
And untill investors Jearn that a mino 
should be conducted with the same strict 
attention to details and with as much 
regerd to economy as fs displayed in a 
hennery, the result will be the customary 
ons—in addition to their experience, 

The temptation to let my pen run riot 
in a Iecturo on the shortcomings of tn- 
vestors 1s hard to resist. But I must do 
50, to give place to some words of advice 
to thoss who may be considering the 
adylsability of investing some of their 
hoardings in British Columbia mines or 
mining stock, 


POINTS TO BE SUBE OF, 


1. If the company whose sharea you 
fancy is A corporation organized under 
tho statutes of any of the United States 
go to the best commeroilal lawyer in ‘l'o- 
ronto and request him to explain whorein 
the stutute differs from the statutes of 
the Dominion and different provinces. 
He may charge you $10, perhaps $20, 
but his adyice many saye you hundreds, 
powibly thousands of dollars, The stat- 
utes of many cf the newer States and 
Yerritories have been so framed that 
they permit of juggling operations which 
unscrupulous speculators can ‘‘freaze 
out’’ othor investors when it is in their 
interest to do so, 

2. See that the company has a olcar 
and valid title to the location on which 
thoy purpose operating. Honest promo- 
ters or their agents will never raise ob- 
jections to a request for the production 
of title deeds or copies of the same duly 
certitiedhy the propor authoritins, If the 
Jand is oply held under an opticn it ig 
not ulways safe to purchase the stock. 

3, Discover, if possible, what interest, 
if any, the gentlemen who figure as dir- 
ectors and officers of the company have 
taken In the same; whether they have 
invested thelr capital in the enterprise 
or if the promoters have presented them 
with the stock necessary to qualify for 
their positiona just for thea use of thelr 
fibuics. 

Do not buy mining stock because titled 
men or capitalists figure in the director- 
ate. Very often they have notrisked oven 
one cent in the company, and sometimes 
they bave been known to withdraw 
from connection with the concern nz 
soon usa they were able to dispose of 
the ahures presented them for actug ag 
bate for the greedy gudgeons who Invest 
without intelligent consideration, 

4. When shares are offered below par 
make sure they are non-nasessable. If u 
Btock certificate receipt ts tendered you 
Instead of the atook itself read it care- 
fully. Ij should provide that, in event 
of sufticiont capital not being subseribed, 
the company will return tho monoy at 
the ond of a specified time. 

5, Do not purchase sasessable shares 
unless there are limitations ns tothe calls 
thot can be made and the intervals to 
elapse betweon auch calla, 

6. Remember that the promoters and 
dirvetors of a company aro not responsible 
for statemonts made about the company or 
its propertios, if such statements do not 
appear in the prospectus to which their 
names aro attached, 

7. Tho prospectus 
forth:— 

(a) The purpose to which it is intend- 
ed to devote the moncy realized from the 
sales of stock. 

(b) Development work, if any of that 
has beon done. 

(c) Numbor of assays made, by whom 
made, and results of each Assay. 

(a) Reports of examinations mado by

oal men convorsing 
would speak of It asa oloim or a pros- 
peot. To them tho word ‘‘mine’’ means 
an excavation in the earth or rocks from 
which mineral is being extracted, It is 
tho working of a deposit, and not moroly 
ita cxistence, which makes itn mino. 
The word ‘‘mine’’ also has another 
meaning. For example: A friend who is 
intcrosted in ono of the largest companion 
in British Columbian won talking about 
two groups of claima held by his com- 
pany, which for purposes of illustration,I 
will dub Group A and Group B He 
said “Group A isa mine, but we're not 
sure about Group B. The ore in B has 
pinched ont.'’ There fow words conveyed 
o lot of information to me, They meant 
that the stock of Gronp A is a good in- 
vostment, as thero ia sufliciant ore in 
Bight to repay the capital expended on 
development work, and to enable the 
company to deolare a dividend at an carly 
date. Further that stock in Group B is 
risky to hold. 

Finally, do not be too hasty, Assure 
yoursolf that the investment offered you 
in ono that combines security for the 
money inyested with a reasonable cer 
tainty of fair dividends, and the addi- 
tional featuro of an increase in tho 
market value of the properties on \ hich 
the acourity is based, and you will never 
regret haying attempted to practically 
ald in tho deyclopment of the mineral) 
resources of Cnnada,—A Prospector, in 
Toronto Telegram.

Tho Delft oraze is still with us. Delft 
coloring and Delft designs were so muoh 
the vogue throughont the summer that 


one would naturally think that by this 
time their popularity would be quite 
worn out. But not so with the things of 
Delft. They have merely appeared in a 
new guise this fall and are actually 
proclaiming themselyes as suitable 
Christmas gifts. 

The very nowest things for the dress- 
ing table show the little blue and white 
Delft piotures in enamel. There are large 
smelling salt bottles of cut glass fitted 
with acover of gilded silver,with a quaint 
old Dutch windmill painted on enamel 
as ita decoration, 

The newest hair brush hag a gilded 
allyer back with a tiny Delft scene inlaid 
upon the handle. 

Not only has the powder box a bit of 
Delft onamelling on its gilded silver 
cover, but the handle of the putf ball 
itself 1s decorated in the same fashion. 

There are any number uf odd shaped 
little glass boxes with a Delft picture 
framed in gilded silver for the coyer, 
whitch will be found most useful on the 
dresaing table, They are convenient for 
holding oold cream, breath perfume 
tablets and other tollet accessories. 

The case for dental floss, which herc- 
tofore has Inyariably been made of silver, 
now comes in gilded silyer, and both at 
the top and on the bottom of the spool 
caso ie an inlaid Delft picture, Eyen the 
handle of the latest tooth brash carries 
out the same idea. 

The combination of the gilded silver 
and Delft blue looks most effective rest- 
ing on a highly polished mahogany dress- 
ing table. 

In addition to these toilet artloles all 
the appointments for one’s dosk may 
now be bought in gilded silyerand Delft 
—the blotter is capped in this way. The 
top of the glass inkstand shows an odd 
little Dutch sailboat in blue and white 
sunk into the gilded silver coyor, 

One of the prettiest of the gold mesh 
purses has a Delft top in place of a jew- 
elled ono, But the Delft scene 1s always 
framed in the gilded silver, 

Lorgnettes show Delft pictures, and se 
do many of the newest belt buckles. 
‘There are oven chatelaine watches with a 
Delft scene in enamel forming the back 
of thecase. Leather portfolios are also de- 
corated with a bit of Delft enamel, One 
seen recontly was a_ portfolio of white 
leather lined with Delft blue moire silk, 
The four corners of the portfolio were 
capped with blue and white enamel, wdged 
with a rococo design in gilded silver. 
Sunk in the center of the cover of the 
portfollo was painted oval of white 
enamel, with a windinill ctohed in Delft 
blue, Conter pieces and doilies for the 
table are still worked In the Delft color- 
ing and designs, They are partioularly 
in fayor for luncheon. 


Where Cold is Fierce. 

Cold is meroly a relative term, The 
resident of the semi-tropical countries 
shivers when the thermoMeter falls to 5 
degrees, while the Laplander and Kskimo 
tbink it is comfortable at zero. 

For real cold, and plenty of it, one 
must go to the Polar regions. Think of 
living where the mercury goes down to 
96 degrees below zere in the house, in 
spite of the stove. Of oourse, in such a 
case, fur garments are piled on until a 
man looks like # great bundle of skins. 

Dr. Moss, of the Polar expedition of 
1875-76, among other things, tells of the 
effect of cold on a wax candle which he 
burned there, The temperature was 35 
degrees below zero; and the dootor must 
have been considerably discouraged 
whon, looking at his candle, ho discoy- 
ered that the flame had all it could do to 
koop warm, 

It was ko ovld that the flame could 
not melt all the wax of the oandle, but 
was forced to cut its way down, leaying 
uw sort of skeleton of the candle standing. 

There was enough, however, to melt 
oddly shaped holes in the thin walls of 
wax, and the result was abeautiful lace- 
like oylinder of white, with a tongue of 
yellow flame running inside it, and send 
ing out Inco the darkncas many strenke 
of ight.

Flexible Glass.

The old Roman glass makers carried 


to the grave their secret method of 


preparing a glass paste which they 
modeled cold, just as we model clay. 
This malleable gla upon which you 
could get the impression of your finger 
exactly as with dough, gave off a most 
pleasant perfume. 

Another variety made by the Romans 
had qualities similar to rubber; ifit 
were thrown down forcibly it re- 
bounded; if struck with oa hammer it 
yielded and immediately resumed its 
original shape.

Lagoon of Venice. 

A great engineering work of immense 
importance to the City of Venice has 
just been completed, says the London 
Standard. Fitty-elght years ago, in order 
to provent the damage caused by the 
occasional overflowing of the River 
Brenta, the Austrinn Government, on the 
recommendation of the occlebrated en- 
gineer, Paleocgpa, carried out certain 
works by which the mouths of that river 
were carried into the Chioggia Lagoon, 
some distance south of theiroriginal out- 
let. Since then the alluyium brought 
down by tho river has threatened to con- 
vert a portion of Chioggia Lagoon into a 
fovyer-brevding swamp, and also to cause 
serious damage to the whole Venice 
Lagoon by sitting. 

It war accordingly decided to construct 
a now channel for tho Brenta, sixteen 
kilometers in length, giving the river a 
direot outlet to tho sea, nonr Brondolo, 
still further south, Tho scheme, whioh 
waa ostimated to cost 8,000,000 lire, and 
was b gun in 1884,has now been brought 
to n successful conclusion. The new

‘The dandelion is an Old World flower 

not native in America, save far to the 
north and on some of the highest of our 
Western mountains. But somehow, it 
was brought here, perhaps from Eng- 
land in old colonial times, says ‘St. 


Nicholas.” Now we seo, its golden

years ago farmers in -the Northwest 
found a new weed, a vile, prickly 
weed, in their wheat fields, Ina very 
Short time this weed, the Russian 
thistle, has Spread over wide areas 
of the best farm land in that part 
of the country, and has done great 
injury to the crops: 

How do these plants spread so fast 
aud so fay? They are not carried 
about and planted. No one would be 
50 foolish as to sow Russian thistles. 
The mother plant must have ways 
ofher own for sending her offspring 
abroad intothe world, Plants propa- 
gate themselves in two ws 5, from seed 
orfrom buds. Sometimes these buds 
are borne on slender runners. A 
strawberry plant. after it has blos- 
somed, begins to send out such run- 
ners, with buds, unfolding tufts of 
leaves, along them. These tufts are 
at first connected with the parent 
plant, but later the runners between 
break away, and each tuft becomes a 
new plant Many grasses, like Ber- 
muda grass and the troublesome quick 
orcouch grass, have cre ping stems, 
each point sending out a bunch of 
roots below and a bud on the upper 
side. If you try to hoo up such 
§rasses, you only make matters worse, 
for each point whon cut off is ready to 
form an independent plant.

UNEQUAL ANATOMY. 
Strange Differencon | the Eyeaand Other 
Purts of the Body, 

Some curious features are noted in 
the inequality in size and influence of 
corresponding parts of the human body, 
saysan exchange. The ears on the 
same head are probably more alike 
than any other of the twin organs of 
the body. Nevertheless, they vary as { 
regards thickness, length, shape and 
position most remarkably in different 
individuals. Ifthe ear, however, on 
one side is delicate in size and contour, 
the other will be the same, while if the 
one looks like a dried fig the other 
duplicates it in form and color. But 
with the eye it is different. ‘io say 
nothing of the fact that one eye is gen- 
erally more open than the other, all 
oculists agree that the cases where the - 
seeing power of the two are equal in| 
the same head are very rere. Usually 
men use the right eye the most. | 
Watchmakers, engravers, microsco- | 
pists and mariners using the telescope | 
apply their right eye to the instrument 
and generally overwork that organ. 
There is no good reason why both eyes 
should not be equally strong, but they 
are not. Tailors agree that the right’ 
shoulder is almost always lower than 
the left. This they account for by the 
universal habit men have of resting 
the left elbow on the desk while writ- 
ing, and to the equally prevalent prac- 
tice of those who carry heavy burdens 
resting them on the right shoulder. 

As regards the arms and legs, there 
is generally but slight difference. In 
the size of the hands and feet there is 
commonly a great variation, and, cur- 
iously enough, while it is the right 
hand that is generally bigger, itis the 
left foot that often requires a ‘larger 
sized boot or shoe. Glovemakers give 
the proportion of large right hands as 
900 to 1000, which, by the way, ap- 
proximates to the proportion of right 
handed persons in the community. The 
size of the hand is generally increased 
by labor, If ladies are to be trusted 
as to the size of the gloves they wear, 
the human hand has grown smaller 
within the last twenty or thirty years. 
But glovers tell a difierent story, They 
confess to making all ladies’ gloves a 
half size smaller than they really are. 
This, they say, is because ladies al- 
most invariably ask for a size smaller 
glove than they should wear. 

There is nearly always a difference 
in the size of the hands. This is so 
marked that the glove that fits the 
right hand will wrinkle on the left, 
looking in fact, too large. The le!t 
foot, as a rule, is the larger. While 
the right hand and arm are generally 
better developed and stronger, the op- 
posite leg corresponds in those partic- 
ulars. It is found that in athletic 
persons the advantage of strength is 
oft-u with the left foot, That is the 
foo: we habitually stand upon, and it 
is the left foct that leads off in the 
walking. A man uses the left foot 
mo:t on the bicycle, and even more sc 
in mounting a horse. While the con- 
sti it use of the right hand is a matter 
of t:aining (monkeys use both equally 
the more frequent use of the left foot 
would seem to be a general habit, 
hence that foot is in many cases the 
stronger.

WONDERFUL COINCIDENCES. 


Time and the Fates Play Strange Chances 
With People and Things, 

One of the most extraordinary 
cidences that have ever occurred was 
the trial of aman in London a short 
time ago, The prisoner, who was deaf 
and dumb, was tried on an indictment 
of brutally assaulting a deaf and dumb 
girl, The fact that both prisoner and 
accusant, without even being distant 
relations, were afflicted with deafness 
and dumbness, is in itself most extra- 
ordinary ; but it seems like flagrant 
fiction when coupled with the fact that 
all the witnesses—and there were 
seven—were also deaf and dumb ! The 
case is probably without a parallel in 
the whole history of the world. 

A sad and strange coincidence oc- 
curred in a provincial town recently. 
While a man was walking past a house 
in a quiet neighborhood, a woman 
hurried out and suddenly fell dead up- 
on the doorstep. The man ran off im- 
mediately in search of a doctor, and 
arriving at the house of one, rang the 
bell, but before his summons could be 
answered he feil dead upon the door- 
step, the shock of what he had seen, 
accelerated by the speed at which he 
had run, acting upon a weak heart. 

A most remarkable incident took 
place in a London coroner’s court not 
long ago. On calling out the names of 
the jury summoned to attend, it became 
evident that all the twelye “‘good men 
and true” were named either Jones, 
Smith or Brown, and that one member 
of the Brown section was not present 
ineourt, His name was called the

proper number of times, and as he 
failed to appear, the coroner called for 
a substitute, A man rose from the 
body of the court and offered his ser- 
vices, and in answer to the coroner said 
his name was Robinson. The circum- 
stance caused considerable astonish- 
ment and amusement in court, as it 
well might. 

A short time ago a lady was walking 
down the street, when she happened to 
see a ring lying upon the payement in 
front of a jeweler’s shop. By the pe- 
culiar pattern of the ring, and the 
motto inside, she immediately recog- 
nized it as one she had lost only a few 
days before and had bought from the 
very shop outside which she had found 
it, Thinking she must have lost it 
there, and that it had by a series of xe- 
markable incidents remained. where 
she dropped it, she entered the shop to 
tell the manager of her extraordinary 
good fortune. 

The manager expressed his astonish- 
ment at the coincidence, but answered 
the lady that it was not as she thought, 
for a man had been into the shop a few 
minutes before to have the ring valued 
(without a doubt this particular ring), 
but when asked to produce it, found 
that he had lost it, and thereupon left 
the shop. He had probably dropped it 
on entering the shop, and the lady had 


picked itup, just as she must have 


dropped it for him to pick up a few 
days before. The lady's story, which 
is corroborated by the jeweler, knocks 
fiction into a cocked hat,

A CONTINENTAL CATASTROPHE, 


A SCOURGE IN AFRICA THAT DWARFS THE 
a 5 
MURRAIN IN PHARAOH S TIME, 


If Asia has been ecourged hy the with- 
holding of those fruitful showers w thou 
which the most fertile loam is as bairen ag 
alkali, her sister continent hag this past 
year suffered from a disaster hardly less 
appalling. be rinderpest, said to have 
been introduced into Abyssinia by plague- 
smitten cattle sent to supply the Italian 
army with food, found Africa as virgin soil 
for its ravages. Krom the mountains of 
Raseelas it began ite march southward, 
eating up ag it weit nine-tenthes of the 
hoofed heasts, wild and tame, of the 
African continent. The herds upon which 
the natives of the interior depend so large: 
ly for their suatenance were mown down 
as the meadoy-grass falls before the acy the, 
oply the fringes being spared. Nor does 
the rinderpest discriminate between the do- 
meaticated and the wild cattle, The say- 
age buffalo wallowing in the marsh found 
no method cf escape from the invisible 
death. Nor were swilt-footed antelope 
able to elude the awifter darts of the dead- 
ly ercher, Three out of five species of 
antelope died like rotten sheep, Jhe 
others, for some cause not yet discovered, 
seem to bo immune. For some 
was hoped that the broad waters of the 
Zambesi would offer an ineuperablo barrie, 
to the southerly-marching rinderpest, But 
the subtle contagion leaped the mighty 
river and began its ravages in Rhodesia, 
It is the faehion tospeak of war as the sum 
ofell evile, The wario Ma‘abeleland was 
4 pleastire jaunt compared with the horror 
of the cattle plague, It is computed that 
out of 200,000 cattle in Rhodesia it has not 
left 15,000 alive. Tne milk, the beef, the 
leather, and the traneport of the country 
were oll destroyed. Faring southward, 
the rinderpeat struck Khama’s country, 
land which is far richer in beeves than 
Rhodesia, Tho Bechuanas and Bamavg- 
wato were mighty herdsmen, They 
numbered their cattle at one million, When 
the riadorpest left them, 800,000 boasta lay 
dead on the veldt, avd Khama rejoiced that 
the percentage of mortality was, com 
parativcly speaking, solow, From Bechuana 
Jand the deadly scourage is traveling to 
Oupo Colony, where it is expected it will eat 
up the cattle down to the sea. So terriblea 
visitation, extending over so wide an area, 
is almovt unknown in the annals of Africa. 
The grievous murrain that emote the herda 
of Pharaoh was bata parochinl epidemic 
compared with this continental catastrophe.

ONTARIO STATISTICS. 
Toronto, Oat., January 9,—The Ontario 
Government Bureau of Induetries to-day 
issued its annual tables of municipal statis- 
tics, showing the figures for 1895 Tho 
population of the municipalities is fixed at 
1,957,890 and the total atacesment in SS2I,- 
466 166, The taxation was $12,316,429, the 
rate per head being $6.29, or a fraction short 
of 15 mills on the dollar, The upward 
flight of assesementa and taxation his been 
checked, but there is no abatement in the 
increase of the debenture debt, there beings™ 
net addition in 1894 of $1,641,244, This 
brings the municipal bond debt up to 
$49,724,587, or an average of $25.68 per 
head of population, as compared with 
$16 37 in 1886, The intoreat paid on this 
debt and on temporary loans amounted, in 
1894, to $2552,607, Of the above out> 
standing debenture debt, $4,805,897 is om 
account of railways, and $3,990,317 for 
school purposes, The amount of floating 
liabilities of the municipalitios was $6,668,- 
567, of which $3,151,625 wae for temporary 
loans, Tho muoicipalities conatituted in 
1895 in Ontario represent some 492 town- 
ships, 96 towne, 137 villages, 13 cities and 
38 counties, The total increase in popula 
tion in ten years amounts to 128,895, or 
about 6 percents The local officiala are ro- 
quested to make suggestions concerning the 
municipal law,

An Invention For Steamsbips. 

‘An English mechanical genius has de- 
vised a method of indicating and stop- 
ping a leak by the use of compressed air, 
He divides a ship into airtight compart- 
ments, fitted with doors provided with 
packing material and connected by tubes 
with a room on deck called tho “switch 
room.” In this room is a junction chest 
supplied with eompressed dir from fixed 
or portable compressors and so arranged 
that the air can be delivered to any of 
the compartments, Other tubes lead 
from the compartment from which wa- 
ter ean bo foreed out when required, and 
electric indicators are also connected \ 
with the switch room to indicate the ac- 
cumulation of water in any of the com: 
partments. Should the vessel “spring & 
leak’ the indicator will show which com- 
partment is affected, 80 that tho com 
pressed air may be forced in to drive the 
water out,—Boston Journal.

A Now Yorker Commanded a British Ship 
in the Battle of the Nile. 

The fifth ship was the Theseus, Cap- 
tain Ralph Willett Miller. This gen- 
tleman, whom after his premature 
death Nolson styled “tha only truly 
virtuous man I ever knew,” was by 
birth a New Yorker, whose family had 
been loyalists during the American 
Revolution. A letter from him to his 
wife gives an account of the fight 
which is at once among the most vivid, 
and, from the professional standpoint, 
the most satisfactory, of those which 
haye been transmitiel to us. Of the 
Theseus’s entvance into the battle he 


‘In running elong the enemy's line 
in the wake of the Zerlous and Goliath, 
Tobserved their shor sweep just over 
Ws jand, knowing well that at such a 
moment Frenchmen would not have 
coolness cnough to change their eleva- 
tion, 1 closed them suddenly, and, run- 
ning underthe arch of their shot, re- 
served my fire, every gun being loaded 
with two and some with three round- 
shot, until Thad the Guerrier’s masts 
ina line and her jibboom about six 
feet clear of our rigging; we then 
opened with such effect that a second 
breath could not be drawn before her 
main and mizzenmasts were also gone. 
This was precisely at sunso:, or forty- 
fottr minutes past six; then, passing 
between her nud the Zealous, and as 
close as possible round the off side of 
the © ath, we anchored by the stern 
estctly in a line with her, and abreast 
the Spartiate. We had not been many 
minutes in action with the Spartiate 
when we observed one of our ships (and 
soon after knew her to be the Van- 
guard, place herself so directly opposite 
to us on the outside of her that I de- 
sisted firing on her, that I might not 
do mischief to our friends, and directed 
every gun before the mdinmast, on the 
Aquilon (fourth French), and all abaft 
iton the Conquerant, giving up my 
proper bird to the admival.”—[‘'Nelson

thing, and to travel through the South 
until, suddenly, with a squeak from 
the locomotive, one looks from the win- 
dow of a Pullman car and sees for the 
first time in all his life, the clear, silent 
waters of this stream, is quite a differ- 
ent thing. How many have seen the 
Suwanee River through the sil of 
Sentiment and sony, under the envir- 
of the first named order; and 
how few, comparatively, haye actual- 
ly stood upon the banks of the river 
itself, listened to thie soft, low murmar 
of its meandering waters, so cle 
beautiful and so blue in eddy A 
with trees bending over its bosom, all 
festooned with long, waving Spanish 
moss, which so abounds in the western 
regions of Florida. Fewer still are 
those who haye lived upon the banks 
of this river, known throughout the 
world of song, long enough to make a 
study of the people who dwell perman- 
ently in its long, sweeping vales—the 
land of flowers, song birds and sun- 
shine, 

Just how a river, a narrow little 
sand-bottomed, blue-watered river, 
that plays so smalla part in the map 
of the United States as does the Su- 
wanee could eyer have become so 
famous in th’s wide world, does seem 
Strange, toone when he comes to think 
of it, all because of a mere song. But, 
after all, it has a charm all its own, 
and the average visitor will find, when 
he once falls under its spell, that it 
will linger with him with surprising 
tenacity, and grow upon him like the 
shadow of some mysterious fascination. 
No doubt there was some such inspira- 
tion behind the lines:— 

Way down upon de S'wanee Ribber, 

Far, far away; 

Dar's whar my heart am turnin’ ebber, 

Dar’s whar de old folks stay, 

Be that as it may, no such ideal pic- 
ture book songs as this are ever heard 
on the Suwanee River in real life, un- 
less it be, now and then, when some 
resident of this section chooses to hum 
afew lines of this same song ina 

it much the same as that of the 
deacon in church who says “Amen” 
when the preacher has finished the 
morning prayer—simply agreeing to 
what the author of this immortal song 
has written. ; 

But there are songs along the Su- 
wanee River that are characteristic 
and unique in all their plaintive mel- 
ody, pathos and humor. The negroes 
who are found at work along the river, 
either on the little boats that haul 
timber up and down from the mills or 
phosphate from the mines, or out in 
the lumber camps and fields along the 
river bank, seem to be all given to 
song. They go about their work inthe 
morning with a song and sing.all the 
livelong day, crooning some plaintive 
air in a monotonous fashion, or else 
joining in a chorus where there are 
several of them, and making the woods 
around fairly reverberate with the 
echoes of their camp meeting hymns, 
such as this;— 

Jes’ bok over yonder what I see— 

Angels bid me ter come— 

Sce tivo angels callin’ at me—

How their rich, mellow voices do 
melt away in the distance as they join 
in this sweet old air, and how the 
plaintive strain seems to die away 
upon the sighing waters of the famed 
river! And when they get to the 
chorus how they swing around at their 
work and bear down on the loud pedal 
of their voices and throw the genuine 
old jubilee vigor of camp meeting into 
the song. If they are cutting logs for 
the saw mill nigh at hand they are apt 
toswing their axes in full time with 
the measure of the song, and this gives 
it all the more interest and peculiar 
charm, 

One of the lively ‘jig songs” that are 
often heard in the lumber and phos- 
phate camps along the Suwanee River 
runs something like this: 

Jaybird up de sugar tree, 

Sparrow on de groun’, 

Jaybird shake do sugar down, 

Sparrow pass hit eroun’, 


Shoo, ladies, shoo, 
Shoo, ladies, shoo, 

Shoo, ladies, shoo my gal, 
I'm boun’ for Sugar Hiil. 


Fivo cents is my pocket change, 
‘Ten cents is my bill; 
If times don’ git no bettah heah 
I'm boun’ for Sugar Hill. 
etc., etc. 


The music of this song is much in 
the fashion of the common negro songs, 
lively, yet full of pathos and plaintive 
melody. There is that in all negro 
songs that is plaintive, even thoir most 
exasperating foot-shaking and soul- 
stirring “jig songs.” 

True, typical negro songs rarely ever 
sbow any particular effort at prepara- 
tion. ‘hey seem to just boil right out 
of the darkey’s heart and soul, and if 
by chance they manage to got a fairly 
good jingle or rhyme to thom, it is by 
no special poetical painstaking on the 
part of thy author, and, in fact, is of 
but little consequence to him. 

Such are the songs that one hears on | 
the Suwanee river, in these modern | 
days of progress and material develop- 
mont.

farmer pure seed of the most vigorous and 
productive sorts, This work has met with 
much approbation and a considerable degree 
of success, 4 

Instructions have been given by the Hon, 
Minieter of Agriculture to make a similar 
distribution this season, Owing to the very 
large number of applications now received 
it is not practicable to »end more than one 
_ eunple to each applicant, but with this 

limitation it is hoped that the stock avail- 
able will bo sufficient to permit of evory 
former who eo desires sharing in the benefits 
of this useful branch of the work of the 
Experimental farm. 

The distribution now in progress consists 
of some of the moat promising sorts of Oats, 
Barley, Spring Wheat, Pease, Field Cora 
and Potatoes.

TOWN COUNCIL. 

To accordance with the terms of the Pro 
vincial statute the newly elected Town 
Council held its first meeting of the yoar on 
Monday evening, Jan, llth. The following 
took their seats around the council board :— 
Mayor, E, W. Rathbun; Reeve, James 
Dryden; Deputy Reeve, A A. Richardson; 
Councilore, J. M. Oliver, G. A. Paroham, 
Wm, Stoddart, Thos, Gault, W. H. Mellow, 


Wm, Iryine, G, E. Clement, and James 
Sexemith, 

Mayor Rathbun in calling the meeting to 
order expressed the pleasure he felt at 
meeting the membera and hoped their rela: 
tion would be as pleasant this year as they 
had been in the past and that their deliher- 
ations would conduce to furthering the 
prosperity of the town: 

Clerk Irvine stated that all the membera 
eloct had taken the dec/aration required by 
the law with the exception ot G. KE. 
Pearaoa, elected for East ward, Mr, Pesr- 
ton, wishing firat to take the advice of the 
council, 

With the copaent of the Council, Mr. 
Pearson then stated his case, He euid that 
before running for tha position of Councilor 
he had deemed his qualification all right, 
but after his election he had asked the 
opinion of the Clerk and he did not now see 
his way ciear to take the declaration, He 
had taken legal advice from G, E. Deroche 
who had assured bim that he could take the 
declaration. He had heen asseased on 
property which before the fire gave him the 
necessary qualification, but the fire had of 
course altered values, He would rather 
lose his hand than do wrong, and he thire- 
fore would be directed by the opinion of the 
Mayor. The Mayor said that not being 
familiar with the facts or the law, he would 
look into the matter and give his opinion 
before the time fixed by the law would 
elapse, The council assented to this and 
the question was held over, 

The minutes of the preceding meeting 
were read and approved. 

The Clerk read a letter from J, Hartnett 
requesting the council to pay over to him 
$175 out of $200 held by it as security for 
the proper completion of his contract on the 
waterworks, Oa motion of Reeve Dryden 
seconded by Councilor Oliver, this was held 
over until next meeting. 

The Clerk also read a communication from 
the Employers Liability Assurance Ov., of 
London, England, asking that officera of the 
corporation of Deseronto be not required to 

ive private securities, but that the 

company should assume liability on the 
usual conditions. On motion of Councilor 
Irvine, seconded by Reeve Dryden, the 
communication was ordered to be filed, 

Accounts were read from the Rathbun 
Company for $1225, and from the Town 
Clerk for $43.27 election expenses, On 
motion of Councilor Stoddart, seconded by 
Councilor Gault, the latter account was 
orderedto be paid, and the former was 
referred to the Finance Committee, 

Oouncilor Irvine read the report of the 
committee appointed to consider the petition 
of Mre, Claus for remission of part of her 
taxes, They reported that-in their opinion 
es there were three houses ‘and one barn 
on the property they could not recommend 
any reduction and that the collector should, 
therefore, be inatructed to collect the tax, 
The report was adopted, 

The Clerk then read the report of M. J. 
Butler, C, E,, on the waterworks system, 
This report well be found elsewhere in these 
columns, 

Mr. Rathbun said that in addition to 
what Mr. Butler had said, it would be the 
duty of the new ocommitteo to arrange the 
schedule of prices and submit the bylaw to 
the council, He hopsd that only such 
councilors who would give time to the work 
would be placed oa the committee, Then 
thore was the matter of collection of the 
water rates, In the purchase of the plant 
the credit of the town and the Rathbun 
Company had beon freely given, thus engur- 
ing moro favorable rates, Before making 
the final paymont for the pump he thought 
it would be well that Mr. Robb, of Toronto, 
should be asked to make a thorough inspoo- 
tios vo see if it were fully up to the guaran 
teed capacity, Thi might cos’ thirty 
dollare but it would be money well spent, 

Oo motion of Councilor Sexemith, second- 
ed by Councilor Clement, it was resolved to 
ack Mr. Kobb to make the necessary exam- 
ination and report, 

Deputy Reeve Richardson gave notice of 
a resolution which he would move at the 
next meeting of the council. The resolution 
proposes to memorialize the Provincial legis- 
lature to amend the Municipal Act so that 
candidates for municipal honors will have to 

make a deposit of $100 before the election 
to be forfeited if the candidate does not 
secure one third of the votes cast, 

Depnty-Reeve Richardeon introduced by- 
laws for the appointment of a momber of 
tho Board of Health, assessor and High 
Sohool Trustee, There went through their 
succoisive stages, the blanks boing filled out 
an followa; R. M. Cronk, board of health ;

DECOYING FISH. 


HKILLFUL INDIANS OF THE NORTH 
HAVE QUEER METHODS, 


fFhey Cut a Hole In the Ico, Baild a Hat 
Over the Hole and Let Down a Decoy 
Through the Ice— Fooling Innocent Crea- 


tures of the Deep Lakes. 


“You have heard of shooting game by 
means of decoy birds often enough no 
doubt,” said an old sportman the other 

“but I doubt if you ever heard of 
fishing by means of a decoy fish, where 
the decoy was not uged for bait. I never 
saw it done myself till I visited Geor- 
fgian bay, a part of Lake Huron, in Can- 
ada, one winter. There I found that the 
half breed Indians erected huts on the 
frozen bay and fished through holes cut 
in the ice by means of a queer decoy. 

“In order to facilitate matters, some of 
them had little stoves in their huts to 
keep them warm while they fished. The 
huts had only one opening, a door, and 
when the fisherman had entered and 
closed the door no light entered the hut 
except what came up through the floor, 
reflected through the ice outside and the 
water underneath it. This made it pos- 
sible for the fisherman to see deep down 
into the water and difficult for fish to 
see him in his dark hut. The fisherman 
hasa chair or bench to sit upon, food 
and drink to keep life in him during his 
long watch and a little stove to prevent 
chill. Now comes the decoy business. 

“The half breed takes out of his kit a 
queer looking stick, painted and shaped 
roughly to look like a fish, he ayers, 
though it would hardly be breaking the 
second commandment to worship it, for 
it is the likeness of nothing in the heav- 
ens above, or on the earth beneath, onin 
the water under the earth; but if the fish 
think it is the main object is accom- 
plished. This wooden counterfeit of a 
fish is loaded with lead, so that it sinks 
and lies in the water the right way when 
suspended from the middle of the back 
by a string attached to a short fishing 
pole, ‘The Indian lets this decoy down 
into the water and by means of the string 
gives it a series of short; sharp jerks, 
which make it a dart hither and thither 
in a remarkably lifelike manner, al- 
though, of course, its range is exceeding- 
ly limited, about a yard in any direction. 

“The thing is provided with tin fins 
and tail and is weighted with lead most 
heavily at the head. The string is at- 
tached nearer the head than the tail, 
upon the back, and the skill with which 
these fishermen make the queer thing 
shoot abont in a triangle under their 
feet, through a hole in the ice, is truly 
remarkable, I did not succeed in ac- 
quiring the art myself. I should say 
from trying it that it is rather more dif- 
ficult to learn than fly casting. 

“Presently a few fish, noticing this 
decoy darting about as if in active pur 
suit of his food, swim that way to see if 
there is not something there for them 
also, They may be fresh water herring, 
salmon, trout, whitefish or less valuable 
game; but none of them, big or little, is 
refused by the half breed. Fine fish he 
sells; the coarse ones he or his dogs or his 
children or his squaw eat readily, 

“Pulling up his decoy, the fisherman 
lets down a baited hook and tries his 
luck on the newcomers, seldom in vain. 
These men fish with all sorts of queer 
bait. I saw one man make a splendid 
haul one day, using for bait only a big 
white bone button without any hook. 
The fish swallowed it greedily, and he 
would jerk them out of the water before 
they could getit out of their throats. By 
and by a pike or dogfish, seeing the 
shoal of fish around the pole, darts after 
them. They scatter in a hurry, and the 
fisherman lets down his decoy again to 
attract the pike. 

“Now all the skill at his command 
must be employed to make the decoy 
work well, for if it lags in the water 
long enough for the pike to suspect its 
genuineness he will turn away in dis- 
gust. If the decoy deceives the wily 
pike he dashes at it, and the fisherman 
jerks it away before the pike can grabit 
in his strong jaws. The pike turns to 
pursue, and as he halts to turn the fisher- 
man drives at him with along forked 
spear. If his aim is accurate, the pike is 
transfixed and is brought bleeding to the 
surface in a jiffy. 

“These men are skilled hunters and 
know many curious habits of the crea- 
tures they pursue. They say that musk- 
rats, for instance, are able to swim long 
distances under the ice in this manner: 
Taking a long breath, the muskrat dives 
from his pursuer and swims as far as he 
can. When he can go no longer without 
afresh breath, he comes up under the 
ice, and pressing his nose against it 
breathes ont all the air in his lungs, 
This forms a big bubble under the ice, 
and the Indians say that the ice has the 
power of making that bubble of air fresh 
again, oxygenizes it in fact, and that the 
little fellow then breathes it inagain and 
dives once more. This he can do half a 
dozen times, the Indians say, before the 
air he took with him becomes so foul 
that the ice cannot freshen it again, 

“Whether this property of the ice is 
true or not I cannot say, but the Indians 
firmly believe it, and I know that musk- 
rats can travel a long way under the ico, 
and I have seen them come up under the 
ice, press their noses to it awhile and 
then dive again, Perhaps some scientist 
might explain the case,”—New York 
Tribune,

Complaints ure frequently inade by 
traveling Amorionn bicyole riders touring 
through Germany of obstacles and delays 
caused by the very rigorous laws govern- 
ing the use of bicycles on the public 
roads in that country, saya the Washing- 
ton Post.

Cyoling on pub- 
lio strects and ronda, particularly in 
Saxony, he says, \s aubjocted to minnte 
and carefally enforced police regulations, 
whioh in many places prohibit altogother 
tho use of brakolosa machines

easy, but on account of rainy wonther, 
whioh provails most of the year, wheol 
guards for wot daya are indispensable.

Barbers either take no special paips 
with tholr brushes, in which case the 
brushes become zoological gardens, or 
else they do what ts alinostas bad—wash 
them every day with sorp and water. In 
the last, although free from wild beasts, 
they become famons botanical gardens, 
It is the result of a botanical natura that 
gives rise to the microscopic plant col- 
lections, which catzse the three diseases 
—ringworm, barbers’ itch and fayus.

Thousands of Scottish Hearts Have Plight 
ed Troth Through the Orifice, 

A famous relio of anclontlore and love 
has just been placed in the Toronto 
Arohbasological Museum, at Toronto. It 
is the ‘‘Plighting Stane o’ Lairg.’’ Its 
history goes further hack than any one 
oan remember, far beyond the time when 
records wcra kept. It js known, howevor, 
to have been used by the mystic Drnids 
centuries before Robert Bruce and his 
bold clan made Scotland ring with their 
shouts and the sound of battle. For it 
is a Scottish stane, of course. Its name 
tolls that,

moro centurics ago than one likea to 
think of. his remarkable Druidical 
relio would be a fit companion to the 
Blarney Stone, for, while by one the 
tongue gaius power to charm, by the 
other ono Js enabled to win the charmer 
There is nothing like the stane in all the 
world and it is considered o matter of 
very great surprise that the good folks of 
Suthorlandshire, the original home of 
tho stane, ever allowed it to bo taken 
from the place where it hasstood so long. 

Mr. David Boyle, curator of the Can- 
adian Museum, troasures the atone as he 
would tho apple of his eyo, Ha ts greatly 
enthused over the addition to the 
Museum. This is what he writes concern- 
ing it: ‘‘Wkat is probnbly the oldest 
European relio in Amerion, not s#xcopt- 
ing even Cleopatra's.

Fashions of the Lapp. 


The costume of the Lapps 
altered very much for the last thonsand 
years, Their summer garment is usually 
of a coarse woolen goods, and has some 
thing the cut of a shirt with a high col- 
lar, Among the sea-Lapps it ts for the 
most part undyed; among the other 
Lapps usually blue, sometimes green or 
brown, and eyen black smock-frocks haye 
been seen 

Round the wristbands, along the seam 
in the back, and on tho edges this amock 
is ornamented with strips of red and yel- 
low cloth. Under thia garment is a sim- 
ilar one either plain or figured worn nexs 
to the body, for the Lapp neyer wears 
linen underolothing. The trousers are of | 
white woolen goods, rather narrow and 
reachng to the ankles, where they sro 
tied inside the sHiocs with long, slender 
Rhocatringa, Over these drawers are 
usually worn leggings of thin, tanned 
skins, reaching from the ankles to the 
kneces. 

Stockings the Lapp never wenrs. Ho 
fills the upper curving tip of his shoes 
with « sort of grasa, which is gathered 
in summer and beaten to makes it soft 
and pliable. The winter costume only 
differs very slightly from that worn by 
the men. The smock is somewhat longer 
and is made without the big, standing 
collar, instead of which a kerchiof or 
cap is worn about the neck, Tothe woven 
and often ellver ornamented girdie hang 
a knife, solasora, key, necdle and thread. 
The head-covering is not only different 
in the two sexes, but also differs accord 
ing to tho locality.

SABBATH SCHOOL WORKERS, 


CONVENTION AT MELROSE 

Oo Tuesday, Jan. 19th, o meeting was 
held in the Presbyterian church, Melrose, 
for the purpose of organizing ‘Tyendinaga 
township and Deseronto for Saubath School 
work. In the morning the weather was 
bitterly cold and many were detained on 
that account from being present. Never- 
thelees whon the hour of opening the after- 
noon scesion arrived there was a large 
number of delegates present, Deseronto und 
all paste of the township being represented 
by delegates and other friends, 

John C, Holgate, of Foxboro was chosen 
chairman, and A, McFarlane, of Melrose, 
Secretary, Tho procevdings were opened by 
devotional exercises cunducted by Rev, D, 
O. MoArthur, B.A., of Melrose, and Messrs, 
Leslie and Ray. 

On motion of Rev. J,Fauil, seconded by 
I. Eaton, it waa resolved to organize 
Tyondinaga for Sabbath School work. The 
Chairman then appointed Kev. D. O, Mo- 
Arthur and Messre, Wioter, Cole, Kay and 
Raseoll 4 nominating committee, 

Delegates reprosenting the different 
schools then presented brief reporta of the 
past year’s work. Reporte were given from 
the Methdatet schouls at Melrose, Shannon. 
ville, Lonsdale, Deeeronto, Emmons settle- 
mert, Salem ead Lalston und the Presby- 
teriaa achools «t Melrose, Deserunto and the 
Deecronto West End Mission, The reports 
showed mycar of jrogressive work. The 
figures representing the number of workers 
and echolers and the amounts raised will be 
tabulated and publieted, Several of the 
schools close down for the winter, a fact 
which, ag the subsequent discussions showed 
Was not generally regarded with favor, The 
repoits, however, showed that the schools 
were doing an excellent work and that the 
istrict stands well in this respect. 

‘Work, more work and better Work,” 
was the eubject of an address by Isaac 
Eaton, a veteran Sabbath school worker, of 
Meljroge. Among other things Mr, Eaton 
emphasiged tho necessity of more work to 
counteract the spurious literature so pre- 
valent, intemperance aud other vices, There 
were many people who should give their 
time aud talenta to the work. 

Rey: J. Faull, of Shannoaville, dealt in a 
most interesting manncr with the question, 
‘‘How can parents co-operate with Sabbath 
School Work?” He said that parents could 
assist by inviting teachers to their homes; 
by seeing that children studied their lessons 
at home; by taking the daily readings in 
connection with the lessons at family wor- 
ship; by speaking an occasional encourag- 
ing word to the teacher; and by visiting 
the school when convenient, He thought 
that adult cla should be formed in 
achoole ao that parents could take part when 
they came to the school with their children, 
Parente cculd also aesiet by remembering 
the teachers in their prayers, 

Misa E, Anderson, of Melrose gavea 
feason to an infant Class illustrating it by 
means of a sand table, Miss Andersonis 
well known as a devoted, couscientious and 
painstaking teacher and-her method of 
imparting instruction was listened to 
with deepest attention by all the convention. 

An open conference: How I prepare my 
Sabbath School lesson, followed. It wasled 
by Rev. J. A, Black, of Roslin, whose 
remarks were very suggestive. He said 
that prayers for the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit wasa first condition. The Word it- 
self should be carefully atudied and all other 
helpsshould be availed of. The charoctere 
of the pupils should be studied, and different 
modes of reaching then tried. The maia 
pointe of the lesson should be firmly fixed 
on the mind of the teachers. 

I. Eaton, of Melrose, then contributed a 
vocal‘aolo which was much appreciated. 

“The Influence of Sabbath Schools on the 
Church,” was the weighty subject which 
was dealt with ina paper by Rev, H,O, 
Garbutt, of Lonsdale. The fatherhood of 
God should be the subject of our deepest 
faith. There wero germs of greatoess in 
children and the child should be instructed 
toafree choice of the right. The child 
should not be treated as if it had do interest 
in mattera of the highcst good, With faith 
ia God and earnest effort on the part of all 
the Sabbath achool would continue to exort 
even greater influence than hitherto in the 
church, 

“The Model Superintendent,” was the 
subject assigned to S. Russell, of Deseronto, 
who said that such an official should boa 
man of prayer, of consecration to his work, 
sympathetic in his dealings with teachors, 
firm in the maintenance of discipline, 
prompt in the conduct of the echool, eto,

Some peoplo have anid that no good 
thing could come ont of Salt Lake City, 
but Matthew HAllgert, © Morman shoo- 
maker of a studious mind, claims to have 
disproyed this by Inventing w hat he 
oalla the ‘“‘breathing shoe.’’

There is nothing of which England and 
Scotland are more proud than their skill in 
building ships, But neither the Tyne, tho 
Clyde, nor the Mersey can show anything 
equal to the shipbuilding yard of Harland 
& Wolf, of Belfast. For four successive 
years thie firm held the highest place in the 
world as regards the amount of tonnago 
launched, Only forty years ago the factcry 
wasso emall that its total of employees 
amounted to less than 100 men, At the 
present it employs 9,000, which probably 
means that it is the lifeand support of some 
20,000 men, women and children—the 
population of a good-sized town. The 
works cover eighty acres, and include such 
a host of carpenters’ ond joiners’ shops, 
upholetoers’ shops, boat-building sheds, 
drying kilne, engine works, eto, that the 
visitor thinke he is in a large manufacturing 
town rather thanin a single factory. All 
the ebipe of the White Star lire were built 
here, including the famous Teutonic and 
Majestic, The largest vessel for commercial 
purpoees afloat was completed at Belfast last 
year. She ia noW engaged in the cattle 
trade, and carries the enormous burden of 
10,100 tons, Several gunboats and torpedo 
boats have also been built by Messrs, Har- 
land & Wolff for the navy; and cruisers and 
battleships have been engined by them, 
And we do not hear of that accident eo 
common in the Knglish fleet, the breakdown 
of machinery, ever occurring to those ehips 
which have got their machinery in Belfast,

QUARANTINE TERMS. 
AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE 
STATES AND CANADA, 


Orrawa, Jan, I8—The agreement bo 
tween Hon, Sidney Fisher and the Wash- 
ington authoritios regarding quarantine 
has been made public, It shows thet each 
country shall accept the certificates of the 
other. ‘The cbief of the bureau of animale 
industry in each country will inform cach 
other of contagious disease in eithor coun 
try. A ninety days’ quarantine shall he 
enforced by both countries upon all cattle 
imported from Kuropo‘or from ony other 
country in which contagious plouro-pneu- 
monia is known to have existed. A fifteen 
days’ quarantine shall be enforced upon all 
ruminante and swine, 

All cattle found to have tuberculosis 
muet be returned to tho country whence 
shipped, or slaughtered without compen- 
sation, f 

Sheep may be admitted subject to in- 
apection at port of entry and accompanied 
by official cortificate that sheep sorb has 
not oxisted in district where they have ben 
ted within six months, If disease exists in 
ony of them they may bo returned or 
slaughtered. 

Horses may bo admitted in bond from 
one part to anothor in either country with- 
out inspection at sh pping ports. Iorses 
may bo admitted for racing, or show or 
breoding purposes on inapection at port of 
entry, Horses may bo admitted for tom- 
porary otny, teaming or ploasure driving at 
points along the frontier for o period not 
oxceoding one week Im port of entry upon 
permit of customs officors,

TOM OF MELANCHOLIA, 


It Takos Various Formas, but Is Invarinbly 
A Discase 
In 


a Forerunner of Dementia 
That Should Me Carefully Trea 


Affects Men as Woll as W 


Tine De 


At Inst it has been discovered that the 
reason tho girl who seems exceedingly 
shy acts in tho fashion she doos is that 
sho is demented. 

This is the result of extensive investi- 
gation by insanity experts on both sides 
of the water. Exceptional bashfulness, 
ns it is called, is really shynoss, It is a 
morbid condition of the mind, a certain 
sort of dementia, 

Often is the expression heard that a 
person is painfully shy. Yet in such an 
instance no doubt has been raised as to 


the mental condition of the object of 
the remark, Nevertheless, it is far more 
than probable that the individual refer- 
red to was suffering from insanity just 
aos much if not more, than many per- 
sons who are living out a tortured exist- 
enoe within the walls of a madhouse, 

Tt is a well known fact that one of 
tha most notable symptoms of insanity 
is that which causes the person afflicted 
to shun the company of others, Loneli- 
ness ig an incentive to insanity, Con- 
finement in a solitary cell in a prison 
often breeds madnoss. It is altogether 
an unnatural mental condition which 
impels a person to ayoid the society of 
humanity. No one whose condition is 
normal ever consents to such an exist- 
ence. 

Just how the insanity expert looks at 
shyness is shown by the following state- 
ment, made by Dr. G. W. Kunz of New 
York, whose wide experience makes his 
opinion well worth considering: 

“Shyness is af much a disease as scar- 
let foyer. Itis recognized as a symptom 
of dementia or melancholia, just as an 
extremely strong willed person, or one 
who is what is termed unusually self 
assertive, is regarded by physicians as a 
possible subject for acute paresis, 

“This shyness takes various forms, 
such as a sudden feeling of faintness 
and weukness on looking down from 
apy extreme height. It is present when 
@ woman persists in looking under tho 
bed before retiring, although she knows 
full well that thore is no man there, I 
know of one case of a woman who, 
when she turns out the gas, invariably 
lights a match to seo if she has turned 
it completely off, and nine times out of 
ten she lights another match to see if 
she threw the first matoh into the coal 
scuttle or fireplace. That is another form 
of what may be termed shyness. 

_ “This shyness is due to a variety of 
causes. It is very often the case that a 
system which is run down leads to this 
condition of mind. The continual think- 
ing upon any subject, or what is termed 
brooding over a certain thing, leads to 
this. If not checked in time, melan- 
cholia results. : 

“This shyness is as common to men 
as to women. Some men seom embar- 
rassed and ill at ease when in the pres- 
ence of women, while, on the other 
hand, it is often noticed that the pres- 
ence of gentlomen makes some women 
very ill at ease, only, in justice to the 
sex, it must be stated that this very 
rarely happens, 

“There are many reasons for these 
facts, but the most common one is ill 
health. Should a person so troubled go 
to physician, he or sho would be re- 
garded as possussing symptoms indicat- 
ing a lack of will power and approach- 
ing insanity in some form, There aro 
waves of morbid shyness, just as there 
are waves of insanity. There are waves 
of certain kinds of suicide, resulting 
from insanity. There are wayes of 
bridge jumping, killing with razors or 
knives, shooting and death by poison. 

“Many suicides aro due to temporary 
insanity, brought on by a variety of 
causes, One of the first symptoms ia 
shyness, Persons afflicted with this 
shyness never take up any of the sciences 
or professions or become students. They 
lack the will powor necessary to do 50, 
Where the normal mind of man over- 
comes difficulties and troubles whon 
they come, the shy, retiring man secka 
relief in snicide.’’ 

Dr, Henry Campbell, who is the phy- 
sician in charge of the Northwest Lon- 
don hospital, says that morbid shyness 
is, like other mental disorders, an exag- 
‘ation of an unnatural physical state, 
is “mong women, he declares® that 
this symptom of mental disorder is most 
often seen. Lacking the physica) strength 
of man in most instances, they are un- 
able to withstand the deprossion that 
Sometimes seizes thom. That depre 
fives birth to a desire to be unobserved, 
Here is the beginning of the fit of shy- 
ness which results in unbalancing tho 
mind and creating the {doa that the 
very sight of others is an affliction to be 
avoided. 

Seyoral New York doctors who dis- 
cussed the quostion at length said that 
they dad noticed particularly among 
young women whom they had been call- 
ed upon to seo that those who had ex: 
hibited the greatest embarrassment in 
the presence of young men were lacking 
in that mental equipoixe neceasary to the 
normal brain. Mode Sty is one thing, 
they said, shyness quite another. The 
One Causes the young woman to refrain 
from action that would bring upon her 
just criticism. The other issimply im- 
pelled to & course of action for which 
there is neither rhyme nor reason, and 
one that only results in general discom- 
fort.—New York Journal

A PUZZLING PARIS HOUSE. 


{t Has Two Spiral Stairways Which Look 
Like Ono at Tinea, 

One of the greatest curiosities of Paria 
is the houso with the double staircase. 
Tt does not figure in the guidebook and 
is not among the placos of interest that 
are photographed, but, for all that, it 
is of greater interest than many of the 
things that come within this class. 

This honse has entrances at 85 Rue 
Radzivill aud at 18 Rue de Valois, It is 
in the quarter of the Palais Royal—that 
palace now given up largely to restan- 
rants and cheap jewelry shops, and once 
the residence of the most licentious of 
French princes, the regent d’Orleans. 
Tho quarter is one of tho most central 
in Paris, and all Americans who have 
been in Paris know it, but the house, 
which isa few steps from the Palais 
Royal, the Ruede Rivoli and the Louyre, 
escapes general attention because it faces 
on dark and narrow streets, 

Each staircase begins on opposite sides 
of the central space’ of the house and is 
continued separate right up to the roof, 
They are in a graceful spiral form. The 
house is nine stories high, a very con- 
siderable height for one go old. As you 
look up the wall you can hardly realizo 
that there is more than ono stairway. 

Tho result of this arrangement is that 
one stairway takes you to the first floor 
apartment on the right, the second floor 
on the left, and so on, The other stair- 
way takes you to the first floor on tho 
left, the second floor on the right, and 
so op. You must be yery careful to 
choose the right stairway when you aro 
going to an apartment, otherwise you 
may mount as far as the sixth floor and 
find yourself on the wrong side of the 
house. It is just as well then to go to 
the top and come down by the other 
stairway. 

It is difficult to describe the puzzling 
effect of this contrivance on those who 
see it for the first time, No more in- 
genious contrivance for exciting pro- 
fanity and causing confusion was ever 
designed by architect. The beauty lies 
in its simplicity, which gives it an ad- 
vantage over secret doors and such la- 
borious devices. - 

It is a favorite trick with those who 
know the house to take moderately in- 
toxicated friends to see it. The man 
who knows tells his friend to go up 
stairs. Then he goes up himself by the 
opposite stairway. When he has gone 
up about two stories, he leans over tho 
balustrade and tells his friend to join 
him. The inebriate endeavors to do s0, 
running up and down stairs, but never 
able to catch the other.—New York 
Journal.

Half the Country. 

The management of the vineyard is 
an interesting study and one which to 
be successful requires technical knowl- 
edge. In the large vineyards, as a rule, 
the owner himself gives personal super- 
vision to every detail. Sometimes a 
manager or overseer performs these du- 
ties. One of the largest growers in this 
section tells me that the most successful 
grower is the foreigner, who, with his 
family of eight or ten, comes and leases 
or buys 26 or 50 acres of land, each 
member of the family having his or her 
part in the work to perform from spring 
until picking time, while the winter is 
deyoted to the making of the baskets. 
Thus no outside oxpenditure is incurred, 
and when the grapes are sold the pro- 
ceeds return fo tho family as the profit 
on the individual labor of each member, 
quite in contrast with the large owner, 
who is compelled to hire help to do each 
little thing in addition to buying his 
baskets, 

The Concord grape is the only variety 
of any consequence raised in this region, 
aud some idea of the magnitnde of the 
business carried on may be had when it 
is known that the shipments for one 
year from Chautauqua county alone 
will amount to 8,500 oarloads, 8,000 
baskets of 10 pounds oach in each car. 
These are taken from the grower by 
some one of the numerous growers’ as- 
sociatigus, whoso business it is to find a 
market. Strange as it may seem, it is 
novertholess true that three-fourths of 
them go to points west of Chicngo, while 
the other one-fourth trayols eastward. 

The making of baskets is an impor- 
tantitem, Many factories are employed, 
The price ranges from 2 to 24¢ cents per 
basket. Thus the grower who would find 
his business in any way profitable must, 
in addition to the cost of the basket, 
renlizo at least 1 cent per pound for his 
grapes, while today it is a common 
thing to find a ten pound basket on the 
retail market slow sale at 10 cents, 
Thus we find that the utmost care must 
be taken in the management of a vine- 
yard to make it profitable. —Chautan- 
quan,

Another 
experimenter could detect the effects of 
keeping himself awake at night in a 
gradual decrease of vigor lasting through 
four days, This obseryation was all the 
more surprising because the subject was 
not conscious of the Jong duration of the 
disturbance and was first made aware of 
it incidentally by the results of contin- 
ued measurements on the causes of the 
manifestations of fatigue. —Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly.

TREES IN THE STREETS, 


A Socloty In New York City to Boautity 
the Avenues. 

Without doubt the Tree Planting as- 
fociation of New York has undortaken 
4 most beneficent work. So far as it 
proves to be practicable, it will contrib- 
ute a8 much as any other schemo that 
could be projected for the embellish- 
ment of the city. The incorporators aro 
to a considerable extent the same as the 
incorporators of the Botanic garden— 
men well known for public spirit and 
intelligence. Thus tho society begins 
under the most favorable possible aus- 
pices, for caution and discrimination as 
well as for erterpriso, 

Of course its work will be largely ex- 
perimental, There aro streets, even resi- 
dential streets, in New York in which 
it may not be wise to attempt tree plant- 
ing at all, for the reason that the space 
capnot be spared, either from the side- 
walk or the roadway, for the boxes that 
must protect the young trees or for the 
tronks of such asJivo to maturity. Even 
in those streeta iu which there is room 
enough for trees there are many places 
in which no trees can thrive by reason 
of the lack of sunshine, and, indeed, 
there are scarcely any streets in New 
York below the park in which trees can 
bo expected to do so well as in a place 
like Washington, where the streets are 
60 wide and the buildings so low as to 
give all trees that may be planted a fair 
chance for life, Almost the only atreets 
in New York that aro as favorably sit- 
uated are the Broadway boulevard and 
the Riverside drive. Tho boulevard has 

been until within the past few months 
a dismal monument to municipal neg- 
lect.. Now it is kept in order, but time 
is required to replace the trees that haye 
been allowed to die, and the double row 
of trees that were meant “high over- 
arched to embower”’ does not embower 
at all, but. presents upon the wholea 
scraggy and dismal spectacle. 

This, of course, comes mainly from 
neglect, for there is no reason why trees 
in this thoroughfare should not thrive 
if they can be made to thrive anywhere 
in New York. The general introduction 
of electric lighting will do muoh for the 
trees unless gas is still carried through 
the ground for fuel. It is given out that 
uncontaminated earth will be used for 
the setting of the new trees, but, judg- 
ing from what we haye experienced in 
the opening of Fifth avenue fora sewer 
and the previous openings of other ave- 
nues for laying cables, the percolation 
of the gas through the fresh soil would 
be a matter of only weeks at the longest. 
The new association is plainly destined 
to encounter many obstacles. If it suc- 
ceeds in gaining even a partial victory 
over them, it wili entitle itself to the 
gratitude of all New Yorkers. —New 
York Times,

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CALIFORNIA PEARLS. 


The Groat Majority Found Are of Little 
Value. 


Tho beds of the gulf of California pro. 
duced enormously for awhile, yielding 
many pearls of great size, For somo time, 
150 yoara back, tho output was 800 to 500 
pounds of the ‘gems of the ocean’ an 
nually, In 1790 o collection of big pearls 
woa made there for a collar that became 
tho property of the queen of Spain, and 
which is even now one of the most yalua- 
blo possessions of the Iberian crown. Aas 
lato as 1881 a black pearl, valued at $10,000 
and welghing 28 carats, was obtained from 
those waters. One of twice that weight, 
light brown and worth $8,000, was se- 
cured jn 1888, and in the same year a mer- 
chant of La Paz, Hamed Hidalgo, bought 
from an Indian for $10 a pearl of beaute- 
ous luster, whith he sold in Paris for 
$5,500, All the black pearls got from the 
gulf of California are sent to Europe, be- 
cause over there they fetch more than 
white ones, being a fad, 

The pearl oyster banks of tho gulf could 
not be worked profitably today but for the 
Introduction of modern apparatus for diy- 
Ing. Such of the bivalves as aro left are in 
water too deep for search by ordinary 
methode, but the rubber clad diver, pro- 
vided with o tube to furnish him with air, 
is able to pearch the bottom at leisure, his 
glass fronted helmet giving hima good 
view of his surroundings, thanks to the 
dim greenish light which illuminates the 
subaqueous regions. He carries with him 
a sheet fron reservoir filled with compress- 
ed air, which in case of emergency may be 
connected instantly with his helmet by 
the turningof a cock, In this business one 
interesting fact 1s that no such articles are 
employed in diving for pearls anywhere 
else n the world. The customary method 
is to dive naked. In the Sulu archipelago 
the divers paint themselves black, so as 
not to attract the notice of sharks, 

‘The pear) fishories of the gulf of Califor- 
nia are farmed out by the Mexican govern- 
mont to a San Francisco company, which 
employs about 400 men, Work is carried 
on along the eastern shore of the peninsu- 
la and up the Pacific side as far as Marga- 
rita island, ‘Tho oysters are found always 
edge upward and usua)ly in groups, and 
the diver has no difficulty in separating 
them from the rocks on which they grow 
by cutting the ‘‘byssus'’ which serves the 
mollusk as an attachment to its resting 
place, The bivalves thus obtained are car- 
ried by schooners to La Paz and are open- 
ed under official inspection, One thousand 
of them may yield not a single pearl of 
any size, while from a dozen shells $20,000 
worth may be taken. The great majority 
of pearls found are of little yalue, The 
final process employed is to squeeze the 
meat of the oyster in the fist, lest a pearl 
should remain imbedded in the tissue of 
the bivalye.—Boston Transcript. 


GREAT VOYAGERS. 


As a General Rule They Camo From the 
Smaller Countries, 

Portugal is asmall country, with a land 
area one-third less than that of the state 
of New York and with a population of 
600,000 less than that of the state of Penn- 
sylvania, but it has turned out in its time 
celebrated navigators, Cabral and Da 
Souza among them. 

It is a somewhat peculiar circumstance 
in the history of ocean navigation that the 
chief navigators of Europe haye usually 
been natiyes of minor kingdomsand with- 
out the advantages which would naturally 
accrue to a representative of one of, the 
larger governments. 

Christopher Columbus, as every school- 

boy knows, was a native of Genoa at the 
time when the Italian peninsula was sub- 
divided among numerous petty govern- 
ments. John Cabot was a Venetian, who 
sailed in the service of England, as Colum- 
bus had sailed in the service of Spain. 
Amerigo Vespucci was a Florentine, who 
sailed originally in the service of Spain, 
antl afterward transferred himself to the 
Portuguese service, and then went back 
to the Spanish seryice for a second time, 
* Vitus Bering, after whom Bering 
strait was called, was a Dane by birth, 
who seryed under the nayal flag of Russia. 
Magellan, after whom Magellan strait 
was named, was 4 native of Alemtejo, in 
Portugal, and was the first to complete the 
oroumpayigation of the globe, in 1622, 

Verazzani was a Florentine, whose yoy- 
ages of discoyery were undertaken under 
the protection of the flag of France, Hen- 
drick Hudson was an Englishman, and it 
seems surprising to many persons in this 
day familiar with the pre-eminence of Eng- 
land as a maritime nation that he shoald 
have been In the service of the government 
of Holland whon he discovered Manhattan 
Island.—San Francisco Chronicle, 


Let Us All Talk English, 

In the Boston Globe Mr. Wiliam Henry 
Thorno writes pungently and is fearless in 
his opinions, All will agree with him that 
children born of foreign parents in Amer- 
icn must bo brought up as Americans: 

French Canadians, Germans, Italiang 
and what not living in this country 
should not forget that English is the lan- 
guage of the country and 1s bound to be 
80, and as thoy all inake efforts to learn 
enough Hnglish to conduct their various 
business ayocations in Knglish so should 
thoy studiously make efforts to understand 
thoir religion In English. Further, while 
tho senior pastor in all cases included in 
the foregoing olasa should be os indicated, 
it scoms to me that the bishop of every 
mixed parish ig bound to consider also the 
fact that the children born’ to these foreign 
parents in America are Amoricans—not 
Germans or Frenchmen or what not—and 
that these ohildren will, by force of un- 
yielding clroumstances, be obliged to ake 
the English language thelr own language 
from the cradle to the graye, ‘Therefore 
the assistant pastor in all such cases 
should bean Knglish speaking pastor, oa- 
pable of instructing and bound to instruct 
the youth of each congregation in cate 
chism and tn all the rites of the church in 
the English language. And where there 
can be but ono priest he should speak the 
foreign language to the aged foreigners 
and the English to the young.

“Qur little force suffered terribly: Our 
cavalry which went in oighty stropg, come 
outwith only twenty-two men, and the 
infantry suffered in the same proportion, 
But for all that we were consoled by the 
fact that ovr brave brother gave up their 
lives in a good cause and to wave the body 
of our lamented Maceo from the desecration 
that the Spaniards would have inflicted, 

“Wo buried the body in a secret and 
secure place, Only myself and a fow 
selected mon and officers know the location. 
In due time it will be marked, If kaowa 
now the murderous Spaniurde would try to 
get it and parade it as showing thoir 
triumph. Toor Maceo sleeps in peace, but 
bis brothers remain to avenge him—aod that 
thoy aro doing daily. £ havea good many 
important thing to tell you in connection 
with taie, but 1 don’t dare to put them io 
this as I am not positive that tho letter will 
et through safely.”

A FIDDLER WANTED. | 


HE WAS FAMED AND AT DANCE MUSIC 
DID VERY WELL. 


Fan and Frolic In n Washout on the Ore- 
gon Short Line—Millonaires and Iunmi 
sents Attend a Dance and Experience 


& Musical Surprise. 


On St. Patrick's day, 1894, five 
through trains, bound both to the enst- 
ward and westward of the Oregon Short 
Line of the Union Pacific, were tied up 
at Glenns Ferry, Ida. Thoy had been 
taught between two serions washouts, 
one at Pocatello and the other at Indian 
Creek, three days before, and had to 
Wait at Glonns Ferry for track repairs 
along tho line before they could proceed, 
Glenns Ferry isa bleak little railroad 
and sheep herders’ town of 800 or 400 
inhabitants, situate on na sagebrush 
bluff overlooking the unspeakably dark 
and dreary Snake river. 

The five stalled trains carried 600 
passengers of as miscellaneous a charac- 
ter as conld bo gotten together ata 
carefully reelected congress of typos, 
‘Lhere were emigrants and millionaires; 
soldiers on the move; dainty women in 
palace cats and women bound for Creede 
and Cripple Creek in day coaches; min- 
ers who killed time during the wait in 
shooting magpies circling over the 
Snake river; Shoshone Indians travol- 
ing to the limits of their reservation; 
well behaved and quiet people, noisy 
and tumultuons people. But all were 
stuck alike, and they made the best of it. 

Lines of social demarcation were for 


the time erased, All hands mingled 
easily on the little station platform and 
in the little station waiting room. The 
supply of food on the dining oars gave 
out the first day of the hitch, and every- 
body was fed, and well fed, too, in the 
station eating room. They sat down at 
the tables in relays and patiently 
awaited their turns. 

The railroad employees and their 
wives were to give a dance at the little 
town hall on St. Patrick’s night. The 
sywitchman who had ‘been customarily 
employed to fiddle for them had been 
switched to another division. In aquan- 
dary, the dance committee toured the 
trains and station to ascertain if any of 
the stalled passengers happened to be 
carrying a violin and was capable of 
producing music onit. In one of the 
sleeping cars they came across au artistic 
looking man, with very long hair, a 
seraphio, oleaginous countenance and 
exceedingly baggy clothes. They were 
looking for’s fiddler, they said. Did he 
know of any on tho train? Well, he 
didn’t know (in outrageously bad Eng- 
lish); he played a little himself once in 
awhile, and had rather a fair fiddle 
with him, The long haired man accent- 
ed the ‘‘fiddle’’ rather curiously.

So was the railroad dance 
committee, ono of the members of which 
slipped $3 in one dollar bills into the 
fiddler’s hand as payment in advance 
for ths eyening’s work. It was smiling- 
ly accepted. The dance began. Tho 
fireman’s wife, who played the piano, 
produced an o]d bethumbed violin and 
pinno tune book and turned to the lan- 
cers. She told the fiddler, at the end of 
tho first dance, that he did pretty well, 
only he went too fast. Then there was 
a waltz.

crow is a Wily bird, and tocatch 

him ins net set for that purpose re 
quires skill, and patience as well, but 
the hunger of the crow is always tho 
trapper’s greatest aid, Ono man alone 
would make but little headway oatohing 
crows and would probably sit all day in 


his little bough house ready to spring 
his net, but the crows would his 
bait a wide berth because they would 
know that be was there, 

After placing the carcass of some ani- 
mal on a field the net is set close to it 
by bending poles of saplings, on which 
the net is hung flat to the ground, where 
they are he!d.down by triggerlike pegs, 
and a Jine ran 50 yards or more toa 
house built of boughs, where the trap- 
per is secreted. 

Another carcass is usually laid some 
hundreds of yards distant on the same 
or another field, where there is no net 
set. The trappers, usually two in num- 


give 


ber, go into the bough house together 
before daylight, and when the crows be- 
gin to assemble on the fields one of them 
goes ont and walks away. The crows, 
sceing him leave, grow a little bolder 
and approach the bait in ones and twos, 
but stop only long enough to get a beale 
fol of the flesh and fly off again. The 
carcass where there is no net set is of 
course the best patronized, but the trap- 
per on the outside makes it his business 
to walk near enough to that to keep the 
crows from settling on itin numbers 
and thus satisfying their hunger with- 
out going to the one where the net is. 
After awhile their hunger gets tho bet- 
ter of their judgment or their fear, and 
they gather on the carcass where the 
net is. ‘his is the opportunity of the 
man in the bough house, who, with a 
vigorous pull on the line, springs the 
net over them. Quick work must be 
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done then by the trappers, who rush up 
to the net, to keep the trapped crows 
from crawling ont at the ends and the 
front, where it is not staked fast to the 
ground. With their hands covered with 
stout buckskin gloves, to keep the crows 
from biting and scratching them, the 
captured birds are put in bags ready to 
be carried off the field. From 40 to 60 
are frequently caught at one pull, but it 
is a rare thing to get more than two 
springs of the net in one day,—Phila- 
delphia Record. 


A STORY OF LONGFELLOW. 


Mrs. Fields Tells an Interesting Anecdote 
of the Author. 

Speaking of Longfellow, in her yol- 
ume of literary reminiscences, Mrs. 
Jano J. Fields says: 

“Fis kindness and love of humor car- 
ried him through many a tedious inter- 
ruption. He generously overlooked the 
fact of the subterfuges to which men 
and women resorted in order to get au 
interview, and, to help them out, made 
as much of their exouses as possible. 
Speaking one day of the persons who 
came to see him at Nahant, he said: 
‘One man, a perfect stranger, came with 
an omnibus full of ladies. He descend- 
ed, introduced himself; then, returning 
to the omnibus, took out all the ladies, 
one, two, three, four and five, with a 
little girl, and brought them in. I en- 
tertained them to the best of my ability, 
and they staidan hour. They had scarce- 
ly gone when a forlorn woman in black 
came up to me on the piazza and asked 
for a dipper of water. ‘‘Certainly,’’ I 
replied, and went to fetch her a glass. 
When I brought it, she said: “There is 
another woman just by the fence who is 
tired and thirsty. I will carry this to 
her.’’ But she struck her head as she 
passed through the window and spilled 
the water on the piazza. ‘‘Oh, what 
have I donel’’ she said. ‘If I had a 
floor cloth, I would wipe it up."’ ‘‘Oh, 
no matter about the water,’’ I said, ‘‘if 
you have not hurt yourself.’’ Then I 
went and brought more water for them 
both and sent them on their way re- 
freshed and rejoicing.’ 

“Tt would be both an endless and un- 
profitable task to recall more of the cu- 
rious experiences which popularity 
brought down upon him. There is a 
passage among Mr, Fielda’ udtes, how- 
ever, in which he describes an incident. 
during Longfellow’s last visit to Eng- 
land which should not bo overlooked. 
Upon his arrival the queen sent a grace- 
fu) message and invited him to Windsor 
castle, where she received him witb all 
the honors, but he told me no foreign 
tribute touched him deeper than the 
words of an English hod carrier who 
came up to the carriage door at Harrow 
and asked permission to take the hand 
of the man who had written the ‘Voices 
of the Night.’ " 


The End of Books.

lection, but whether destroyed by The 
ophilus or Theodosius is not known. It 
looks as if the charge brought against 
the Arabs rested on no foundation, Re 
cent explorations of Aloxandria, 1896-6, 


which had been blown off a siding to the 
main track by carlossness of an incompetent

Alexandra Martens, the professional 
beauty, confessed to a reporter that she 
had for some months been trying the prin- 
ciples of glaming on her own person, and 
obtained the most ploasing results from 
them. Daily sho takes copious drafts of 
milk fresh from the cow at a temperature 
of 98 dogrees, She also reposes Su fresh air 
nnd sunshine at regular intervals. The 
treatinont she follows is described in de- 
tail heronfter. 

Mme. Martens has appeared as a noted 
beauty in all the capitals of Europe, and 
received first prize in overy contest she en- 
tered. The czar and the Prince of Wales 
are said to have declared that she wae first 
among stage beanties. 

She isa woman of splendid figure, but 
her face Js her principal charm. Her skin 
is smooth and soft and very fine. Her eyes 
are bright and dark brown and have much 
expression, She bearsa strong resemblance 
to Mrs. Langtry at hor best. For the pres- 
eryation of all those charms Mme. Martens 
declares that glaming is doing much. 

What is gluming? According toa high 
authority the nearest word in the English 
jnngunge to represent glame is yitality. 
Yet glame is not the same as vitality. 
Chemicals have vitality, but no glame. 
The chemist can take the four elernents of 
bloud and preserve them, but they are not 
blood. Ho can collect from other sources 
all these four elements and put them to- 
gether, but he cannot make them live. 
How Is it that the exact parts will not pro- 
duce their original? Thoy lived. Some- 
thing called the spark of lifo imbued the 
combination with vital force. It was im- 
pulse. This impulse was glame. Organio 
yitality is originated, directed and con- 
trolled by glame, and when this is gone 
life becomes at once a prey to dissolution. 

The food substance which contains glame 
in the most efficient form is milk, fresh 
from the cow, at a temperature of 98 de- 
grees. Assoon os this falls nearly all of 
the glame yanishos. If you should look 
into dairies in the neighborhood of New 
York these days, you would catch a 
glimpse of beautiful glamors busily en- 
gaged in laming. 

Some of the essential rules of glaming 
may bo briefly stated for the benefit of in- 
quirers, They are: ‘ 

To drink milk fresh from the cow ata 
temperature of 98 degre: 

To inflate the lungs A@egular intervals, 
close the eyes and Jet the mind dwell on 
ono of tho pleasantest prospects in life. 

To repose at regular periods during the 
day in air which has recently been in mo- 
tion and on which the sun has shone, 

Yo haye the skin kneaded daily with 
sweet oll. A 

Glaming, it is claimed, retards indefl- 
nitely wrinkles, gray hair and all the other 
signs of old age, beautifies the complexion, 
gives the eye wonderful powers of fascina- 
tlon, keeps the figure youthful and elastio 
and preseryes the powers of the mind. 

The aim of the glamer’s diet is to pre- 
yent the ossification produced by the de- 
posit of caloareous or mineral matter in the 
heart, brain and arteries. This deposit is 
the cause of old age. Physiologically one 
may become old at 80 as well as at 60, 

Tho skin hardens, wrinkles and gets old, 
the bairis killed and the blood does not 
circulate freely. The brain turns to bony 
substance in intricate parts and thinking 
becomes difficult. 

To guard against this orsifloation it ts 
necessary to prevent or dissolve the osseous 
deposits. One or two pints of distilled 
water dally are of grent benefit, The diet 
should include apples, pears, grapes, orange 
juice, cherries, plums, peaches and ber- 
ries. 

As animal food fish, poultry and young 
mutton are recommended, because they 
contain less earthy salts than other meats. 
Phosphorus is necessary for the nourlsh- 
ment of tho brain, and this is to be found 
in lean meats, fish, cheese, whole wheat, 
oatmeal, almond nuta, white cornmeal, 
beans, peas, fgs and prunes, 

The glamer seoks by diet to increaso and 
strengthen the glame that is in hor or 
him, and by exercise to draw in the pre- 
cloua fluid from natural sources, the chief 
of which is the sun. 

Glamo is the most mysterious of al) 
princfples and appears in many forms of 
life. ‘The soll creates it, and man creates 
it by tho functions of Hfe. Tho value of 
glame may be realized when it is under- 
stood that it imparts a buoyant feoling, 
{dontical with the vigor of youth, into the 
nature of eyen an old person, 

Somo physicians say that if a person Ss 
standing ina slaughter house near cattle 
at the timo when life is passing from the 
animals some portion of the vital princi- 
plo of Ifeenters the person, This ts glame. 

As glame in tho systom becomes more 
abundant the pulse will become firmer, the 
skin fake on a hoalthior hue, the eye grow 
brighter, the step more elnstic, and day by 
day life will be better worth living. 

Glamo ontors the body with the oxygen 
we breatho and passes out with every ex- 
balation. Tho following rule of glaming 

is Jntended for the boneflt of the lungs: 

Sit or stand perfeotly still in some place 
whore the air is in motion or has boon re- 

cently and upon which the sumphas shone. 
It is not necessary to sit In the sun, Fill 
tho lungs to thelr utmost capacity and 
hold the breath long enough to count threo 
or more. Tho time ahould be about throo 
xeconds. Lot the breath escape very slow- 
ly Repeat by drawing in tho breath very 
gradually and hold for five seconds. Al- 
ways inbolo through the nose if possible, 
—Now York Journal.

Are So Cheap. 

It has often beon a matter of wonder to 
casual purchasers that small articles of 
Japanese manufacture, such as toothpicks 
and fans, could be sold at such low prices. 
The small fans are sold at a cent apiece, 
while the dainty little toothpicks com- 
mand the samo price per bundle. 

When one examines either of these prod- 
nots and speculates upon the amount of 
Jabor that must be spent to make them in 
any quantity, the natural inforence ia that 
the well known smallness of Japancse 
wages contains the explanation, At a first 
this sooma to bo the natural ox- 
planation, Such skilled workers as watch- 
makers get but a trifle more than la 
wook for thoir services, and the Joss skilled 
and more mechanical «trades command 4 

ittance that to our wostern ideas seems 

noredibly small. 

But, aragil as the wages of the Japanese 
worker may bo, thero are considerations 
that indicate at once that some other cause 
must bo found, There is o duty on both 
the articles montioned, and in addition to 
this it must be remombered that Japan is 
a good piece away, and that, in the natu- 
yal course, freights would give a considera- 
ble price jn this market to artiolos that 
wore ontirely without cost in tho orient, 

A visit to several Japanese importing 
houses which doal exclusively in fine Sat- 
summa and other native wares and in Jap-> 
anose curios reyealod the secrot of the prices 
at which the small wares could bo offered 
hore, ‘The large vases, which form the sta- 
ple Import of the concerns called upon, re- 
quiro the moat careful packing, lost on 
thoir long journey they come to griof, and 
hore is where the toothpioks and fans not 
only work their passage, but legally escape 
duty. Packed in and sround the vases are 
many thousands of these articles, and by 
this ‘une they lose their character as mer 
and become merely #0 muoh 
“‘packing.’' It would be dificult to esti 
mate the onormous quantitios of this 
‘packing’? which would be required for a 
single shipment of rases. The market here

Adelaide Scenes In the Early Days of Aus- 
tralian Prosperity, 


The Rey. H. R. Hawels, in his book, 
“Travel and Talk,’’ tells some amusing 
stories of the leyees held at Government 
House, Adel in the early days of 
South Australian prosperity. The govern- 
or of the period—a very early one—deocreed 
that all who presented themselves at his 
court should waar court dress. 

The number who aspired to the honor ot 
presentation in those days was very small, 
and among them there was but one who 
possessed a tall coat. The difficulty was 
not insurmountable, nevertheless.

It must haye been a little later on that 
anothor amusing scene was witnessed ata 
presentation, for a colonist’s lady had then 
arrived at the dignity of a real Irish oar, 
purchased in Dublin. It was the only one 
in the colony, and the lady was propor- 
tionately proud of it. She droye in grand 
style to government house, the cynosure 
of all eyes. But hor joy was damped, 
when, after her own presentation, she 
happened to look out of the window in 
time to seo another party arrive in an ex- 
actly slinilar Irish car. Hor pre-eminence 
was gone and her mortification was ex- 
tremo, 

But what was her anger and disgust at 
seeing a third, and a fourth, and eyen o 
fifth car arrive, all at due intervals. Sho 
made ber way down in a terrible state of 
disappointment—just in time to see her 
own car, with hor own driver, arrive with 
a sixth bevy. 

So far from not haying created a sensa- 
tion, tho car had been too popular, and her 
man had not been proof against the money 
offered him to allow other people to ride 
in it.

QUESTIONS WHICH EXCITE STRONG- 
LY INQUISITIVE MINDS, 


Bome of the Troublesome Queries Which 
tho Posers of the Past Propounded—Em- 
peror Tiberlus an Early Examplo—The 
Puzzling Dreams of a Chinese, 


Bacon doubtless had in his mind the 
propounder of unanswerable questiona 
when, in his essay on ‘‘Discourso,"’ ho ad- 
vised a)l scokors after knowledge to ayold 
putting troublesome querios—a practice 
whioh he declared was fit only for a poser. 
The poser, however, has existed time out 
of mind... Ho is to be found among all 
classes of men, from omperors down to 
private individuals who propare scientific 
conundrams., 

A somewhat early example of the poser 
puro and simple was the Emperor T'\berius. 
Lhe unfortunate philosophera whom he 
used to keep for # pastime in his Island re- 
treat at Capri were continually boing 
plagued by absurd questions. Suetonius 
tells us that the emperor used to domand

of these wise men whom Heouba’s mother 
wus. If they refused to commit them- 
selves, the family tree of the Heoubas not 
baving come down to posterity, the om- 
peror was wout to wax wrotb at their ig- 
norance and threaten them with corporal 
punishment if on the following day they 
did not come prepared with an answer. Oth- 
er favorite quostions of his were: ‘‘What 
name did Achilles pass under whon he so- 
journed with the virgins at Soyros?’’ 
“What particular song were tho sirongs 
when seated on the rocks in the habit of 
chanting in order: to allure travelers to 
their death?’ In yain was it for these wiso 
men to jnyent fictitious answers, for tho 
emperor invarlably asked for authorities, 
and if chapter and yerse were not forth- 
coming some ingenious punishment fell 
to the lot of those unfortunate manufac- 
turers of history. 

Perhaps it was because tiine hung heay- 
ily on their hands that the holy men of the 
church during the middle ages pestered 
their spiritual superiors with foolish qyes- 
tions drawn from the Bible. A bishop in 
those days had to know, or rather appear 
to know, even more than Macaulay's om- 
nisvlent schoolboy. No small portion of 
his timo, it would seem, was spent in en- 
deayoring to find answers to such quea- 
tions as the following: ‘‘ What was the use 
of the ladder which Jacob saw in his yi- 
sion, secing that the angels had wings, 
and so did not require any other means of 
descent from heayen to earth?’ ‘What 
kind of implements did Adam and Kyo use 
when thoy sewed the fig leaves together and 
made themselyes aprons?’’ Far from 
checking speculations such as the aboyo, 
the dignitaries of the church appear to 
have encouraged them, and ‘‘the nicer the 
points tho better the bishop liked them," 

The regal as well as tho clerical mind 
delighted in propounding abstruse quoes- 
tions. Was, for instance, a man who came 
asu stranger toacity and being in ex- 
treme want of food justified in stealing in 
order to save his life? Grotius, Puffendorf 
and a whole host of foreign jurists declare 
in the affirmative. Cicero, Hale, Black- 
stone and others take the opposite side. 
The great Bacon himself suggests a nice 
point. If two persons are shipwrecked and 
get on the same plank, but find it is not 
able to save them both, is either justified 
if, in order to saye bis life, he thrust the 
other from it? 

Scientiflo mon, too, haye raised some 
curious questions for posterity to argue 
oyer. Many of these, howover, aro similar 
to that which Charles II propounded to 
the Royal soclety—viz, ‘If a fish is put 
into a globe full tothe brim with water, 
why is it that the water does not overflow?”’ 
The society, being loyal ‘subjects, took a 
decent time to look into this profound 
question, and then informed his majesty, 
in the politest terms which they could 
muster, that under the given ciroum- 
stances the water would overflow. There is 
that ancient question, ‘‘ What would hap- 
pen if an irresistible force came into con- 
tact with an immovable body?’’ 

Equally fruitless is the speculation as to 
which came first, tho hen or the egg. In 
spite of tho old Greek saying, ‘‘The begin- 
ning of all life is an egg,’’ we usually im- 
agine hens’ eggs at least to have been laid 
by a hen. Perhaps the theory of evolution 
can furnish an answer to this, for evolu- 
tion can explain much. As the Americans 
say, ‘‘Wo pass;"’ anglico, we give it up. 
“Does a water wheel run faster at night 
than in the day?’ ‘Tho savants even of 
Germany haye studied this nice point and 
own there js no satisfactory answer, 
Again, ‘‘Does rost liproye the cutting 
proportios of a razor?'’ There is no answer 
to this either. ‘Does aman wolgh more 
at the oquator than at the north polo?”’ and 
‘How do birds soar without moving their 
wings?’ are both questions which seem to 
imbitter the lives of many apparently sane 
people. 

There is a story to the effect that a cer- 
tain gentleman, being commissioned to 
write an articlo on Chinese motaphysics, 
looked up the words ‘‘Chinese’’ and “‘imeta- 
physics’’ in the Enoyclopwdia Britannica 
and combinud his information. Consider- 
ing tie quostions which the metaphysi- 
clans of China aro In the habit of propound- 
ing, wo think the gentleman did wisely jo 
sparing bis readers an introduction to tho 
subtloties of the Celestial intellect. As an 
example of what thoy thus escaped we ap- 
pend the following: A certain Chinaman 
fo}l asloop and dreamed he was a butterfly, 

During the dream, while in the form of 
a butterfly, he dreamed ho was a China- 
man. On awakoning, a terrible feeling 
came oyer him. Was he now a buttérfly 
dreaming he was a Chinaman, or had ho 
Jast night beon a Chinaman dreaming that 
ho was a butterfly? The question weighed 
upon this Chinese man’s mind, He sought 
out the groatest thinkers of China, who 
pondered over this question, but could 
make nothing of it. It is sald that the joy 
and beauty have gone out of that China- 
man's life. Fortune may sinilo upon him, 
ho may be decorated with peacock feath- 
ers and yollow jackets, yet content will 
not bo his, for ho oan noyer be certain in 
his own mind whothor ho be a Chinaman 
or a butterfly,—London Standard,

It is re- 
ported in the ‘Daily Afail’ that large 
business housesin Bombay which are in- 
fested by rate have been rendered unten- 
able by the ravages of the plague among 
those vermin. They die by hundreds in 
the walls, and the human uccupants have 
been compelled to vacate the buildings. It 
has not been observed that any larger 

animala are subject to the infection. z 

The French, Austrian and Italian goy- 
ornments have already taken stringent — 
precautions against the importation of the 
plague, but it will hardly be possible to 
escape Becries of olarma from thie cause — 

during the next few weeks. . 

Tho ravages of famine in the interior of 

India are still far more deadly than the — 
more horrible mortality at Bombay. The 
victims of the plague are perishing by 
hundreds, The victims of hanger suxcumb 
by thoneanda daily, Lt would be ensy to 
harrow the hesrt of every one posseasinga 
spark of human sympathy by the accounts ~ 
of the sickening sights, but eurely the 
appetite fur horror io all its forms has been 
satiated throughout Christendom during the 
past few months. It is sufficient to aay 
that the gaunt, etarving millionsof India 
are perishing ata more rapid rate than any 
army ever suffered before the most deadly 
engives of destruction devieed by man. : 

The relief movements is now apparently 
in full operation. The public conscience 
and sympathy in this country have both 
been fally aroused. The response tothe 
appeal is liberal, but utterly inadequate. 

The proportion of givers to sufferers is 
scarcely more than one in a thousand, It 
will require the generosity of the whole 
world to oppose a real check to the ravages 
of hunger in India.

How many people in the United States 
are awaro that thero is one United States 
penitentiary in all of the United States? 
Probably not 1 out of 1,000,000 of the 
population, except among those whose busi- 
ness it js to know such things. In overy 
newspapor nowaitems appear almost dally 
to the offect that federal prisoners have 
beon taken to thia or that state poniten- 
tlary, but the taxpayer never stops to in- 
quire by what right the general govern- 
mont sends its prisonors to state prisons. 
He never aske why it does not confino its 
prisoners in its own prisons. If ho wore 
curlous onough to ask why, he would have 
disooyored that tho government practloally 
has no prisons of its own, oxcept military 
prisons, which are not at the disposal of 
tho civil authorities. 

At Fort Leavenworth 1s the only prison 
which ja a United States ponitontiary, 
and it Js a mado over affair from a military 
prison, which waa originally a lot of quar- 
tormastor’s warehouses, with a wall built 
around them. They will accommodate 
about 625 prisonors.—New York Sun.

The annuities are the interest only from this 
invested capital and this the Dominion owes 
tothe Indians, Ethically the Iodians are 
the creditors of the Dominion, and should 
the time arrive when they decide to manage 
their own affairs, Parliament would be asked 
for an appropriation to pay over in gold these 
trust funds referred to, which would now 
mount to some millions of dollars, The 
interest on these funda are mere pin money.

TIGER MEN IN AFRICA. 


A Barbarons Practice Described 
Woman Missionary, 

The worst rascal in the French Kon- 
fo, as far as I know, is the tiger man 
One has to experience this affliction to 
fully real Thad heard 
about tiger men and their deeds for rome 
years, but they seemed to be a thing of 
the past until their doings were revived 
in the spring of 1894. 

There isa belief among tho natives 
that if one kills 10 chickens, 10 ducks, 
10 goats, 10 children, 10 women and 10 
men ho will noyer die, and to gain this 
desired end people are murdered by 
wholesale. We lost goats through tiger 
men in 1890, but as no person wis 
killed no one paid much attention, 

The murderer dresses himself in a 
tiger skin and walks on all fours when- 
tver near persons he wishes to kill, but 
when alone he walks erect. Small 
knives carried in the belt of his dress 
are the instruments with which these 
foul deeds are committed. One morning 
in March, 1894, we were told that a lit- 
tle girl and her mother had been killed 


by a 


ize What it means 


tho previous night. The woman was 
awakened by some strange noise and 
found the tiger man trying to carry her 
child away. She fought for the little 
girl and was cut so badly that she died 
béfore morning. The girl was taken 
away, and only her hands were found. 
The rest of the body was carried off. 
The whole country waa aroused, but no 
one seemed to know who did it. 

Not long after a little boy was killed 
while camping in the forest with a lot 
of older people to gather palm nuts, As 
soon as all was quiet again and the na- 
tives began to feel safo another case 
happened, and finally few persons dared 
to go out after night. During the year 
1894, 24 murders came to our attention. 
One of our former mission boys, a lad 
of 15, Was killed, and only his head was 
found. We determined then to stop this 
horrid custom if wecould. We inquired 
of influential men who the murderer 
was. Eyery one of them named the 
same person, or, rather, two persons. 
We promised that we would not betray 
the natives and asked the I’rench offi- 
cial what should be done. He author- 
ized us toarrest the tiger men if we 
could. 

Woe called a big meeting of all the 
influential men of the county, and of 
course we sent a special invitation to 
the tiger men. All the people came, and 
we soon had the two murderers in our 
power and sent them to Mayumba. The 
French agent there kept them locked 
up a little while‘and then let them go. 
It was too much trouble for him to sift 
the matter, and what did he careif a 
few more niggers were killed? While 
this was going on we lost three goats 
in one night. They were killed by 
tiger men to show their appreciation of 
our part in the matter. The men who 
had been released never came back to 
our country, but went away to another 
district. Our uatives were disgusted 
With the government because these mur- 
derers were let go. 

Shortly after a woman was killed 
some six miles from us. Wooffered the 
chief our assistance, but be did not 
seom willing to deliver up the man, al- 
though he had been caught in the act. 
But the man got his deserts soon enough. 
The woman was leaving her house in 
the evening with her daughter. 
the girl called ont, ‘‘Father, some one 
is hurting mother.’’ The father came 
runving, picking up a heavy stick as 
he ran, and he strack the tiger man 
across the back, disabling him. After 
awhile the chlef and some others took 
the tiger man into the bush and gaye 
him the ‘ 8’’ wood poison, and when 
the man died they threw his bady 
away. The chief told us this was the 
only way to get rid of the tiger men. 
There was no use in taking them to the 
French. Justice would not be meted 
out to them, and if they were not pun- 
ished severely they would return and 
kill more people. 

This was indeed the right thing to do, 
as tho event proved. It did frighten 
other tiger wen for a time at least, and 
wo heard nothing more of them while 
we were in the French Kongo.—New 
York Sun, 


Value of Evidence. 

A few years ago an English traveler 
in Turkey reported a case of stealing as 
it was tried in the courts of that coun- 
try. The Armenian newspapers of that 
time, commentipg upon the case, said 
that it proved that the testimony of a 
calf was worth more than that of two 
Christians, 

A Turk, coveting a cow belonging to 
a Christian, succeeded in stealing it. 
The owner complained of the theft to 
the nearest judge, bringing a friend to 
corroborate his story, and he demanded 
the restoration of his property. The 
judge declined to believe either the in- 
jured man or his friend. 

On this the injured man said, “Ihave 
the calf of this cow at a place very near 
the court, and if your honor will haye 
the cow brought to the calf and will 
observe the two together he will imme- 
diately perceive by their affection for 
each other that the cow must be the 
mother of the calf, and this will prove 
that she belongs to me.”’ 

Accordingly the judge ordered the 
cow to be brought to the calf and went 
himself to soe the two. No sooner had 
the oalf set eyes on the cow than it 
claimed her as mother. The judge was 
convinced and ordered the cow to be 
given up to the Christian,—Youth’s 
Companion.

WHO DREW HARMONY FROM 
THIS SIMPLE INSTRUMENT.

Ono Performer Used Sixteen Jows’ Harps 
In Giving One Selection—Differing Views 
of the Derivation of the Instrament and 


Its Namo, 


It is very certain that, whatever tha 
derivation may be, it (the Jew’s harp) 
bas little or no special affinity to tho 
Jewish race, though itis of extremely 


ancient date. Ite introduction into Eng- 
land cannot be traced, but the term is 
clearly a corrupted form of the French 
jeu’trompe, literally a toy trumpet, but 
the corrnption of jeu into Jew is evi- 
dently of a good ago. Perhaps it was a 
jeu d'esprit. Timbs, in his ‘Popular 
Error,’’ says that the instrument is 
called a Jow’s harp by Hakluyt. Ba- 
con called it jeu-truampe, while jeu- 
trump is used by Beaumont and 
Fletcher, In Bailey's Dictionary (1783) 
will be found ‘‘Jews harp, an instru- 
ment of musick,'’’ The substitution of 
“harp’’ commonly for ‘‘tramp’’ is ap- 
parently a later growth, although, of 
course, Hakluyt points to an early use, 
In all probability the French origin of 
the term is the correct one and ‘‘jaws- 
harp’? may have been the matter of fact 
name invented by the country folk 
among whom it circulated—maybe 
through the efforts of the chapman and 
the packman. Brewer is very brief on 
the subject. He confines himself to the 
statement that ‘the best players on this 
instrument have been Koch, a Prussis 
soldier under Frederick the Greut, 
nert, Amstein and some others.’’ 
makes no tnention of Enlenstein, who 
may be said to have been the master of 
all players, 

The celebrated Stephanie Felicite 
(countess de Genlis) in her memoirs 
tells us a@ great deal about Koch, the 
German player, which is worth record- 
ing. This soldier, who is desvribed as a 
“musiciun,’’ was in the service of I'red- 
erick the Great, and, being fond cf re- 
lieving the tedium of sentry go, he used 
to practice on the Jew’s harp with con- 
siderable skill, Ono night Frederick, 
who was an amateur musician, heard 
what he thought was a distinct orches- 
tra under his window, when he discov- 
ered that the sounds came from one of 
his privates. Surprised on learning that 
such wonderful effects could be produced 
by a single man with two Jews’ harps, 
he ordered the player into his presence. 
He was duly presented to the king the 
following morning and performed, to the 
delight and satisfaction of his majesty, 
who rewarded Koch with $50 and gave 
him his discharge that he might devote 
his time and attention to the advyauce 
of his talent. 

Koch had not the slightest knowledge 
of music, but owed his ability to nut- 
ural taste and instinct. He made quite 
a fortune traveling abouf and perform- 
ing in public and private and retired to 
Vienna, where he lived until long past 
the age of 80. He died about 1880. He 
used two harps at once, in ‘the same 
manner as the peasants of the Tyrol,’’ 
and produced without doubt the har- 
mony of two notes struck at the same 
moment, which was considered by the 
musically curious as somewhat extraor- 
dinary when the limited powers of the 
instrument were remembered. Herr 
Koch had a fine idea of theatrical effect, 
for it was his custom to require that all 
the lights should be extinguished in or- 
der that tho illusion produced by his 
playing might be increased. 

Another German, a peasant and herds- 
man named Eulenstein, about the be- 
ginning of this century devoted his at- 
tention to the cultivation of the jew’s 
harp, softening and enriching the tone 
of this ‘‘twanging’’ instroment into al- 
most perfect harmony. Indeed Eulen- 
stein acquired a musical reputation from 
the way he manipulated this meager and 
not overagreeable instrament. The jew's 
harp, usually despised and ignored, 
possesses three different tones—the bass 
tones of the first octave have some re- 
semblance to those of the flute and clar- 
inet; those of the middle and high to 
the vox humana of some organs; lastly, 
the barmonival sounds are exactly like 
those of the harmonicon. Itis conceived 
that this diversity of tone, quotes The 
Mirror (1827), affords already a groat 
variety in the execution, which is al- 
ways looked upon as being feeble and 
trifling on account of the smallness of 
the instrument, It was not thought 
possible to derive much pleasure from 
any attempt which could be made to 
conquer the difficulties of so limited an 
instrument, because, in the extent of 
three octaves, there were a nuanber of 
spaces which could not be filled up by 
the talent of the player. Besides the 
most ample modulation is impossible, 
Herr Eulenstein remedied the inconven- 
ience by joining 16 jew’s harps, which 
he tuned in his own special way, and 
80 performed his selection by changing 
the harps with extreme rapidity, al- 
ways keeping one harp in advance, so 
as not to interrupt the measure. He be- 
came 80 proficient that he was able to 
execute with grace and case running 
over four octaves, many quite difficult 
Italian, French and German pieces. He 
was induced by the Duke of Gordon in 
1828, who was delighted with his per- 
formances, to tour in Scotland, where 
the jow's harp is still rather popular, 

BHulenstein also visited the chief 
towns of England, and drew crowds to 
bear his novel ontertainment in London. 
It is presumed that he returned to his 
own country about 1882, Since thon 
the Jow's harp seems to have fallen into 
pute, and its position as a serious 
means of musical enjoyment is no longer 
ndmitted,—Loudon Standard, 
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Unique.

A TEETOTAL VILLAGE. 


Good Effects of No Rum In an English 
Mining Town. 

Some interesting facts have recently 
been published respecting the teetotal 
colliery village of Roe Green in Lanca- 
shire. Five and twenty years ago the 
houses of the village belonged almost ex- 
clusively to the Bridgewater trustees, 
who employ most of the men. ‘Today, 
out of 140 houses, $1 are inhabited by 
their owners. The Rechabite Tent has 
a membership of 270, the Band of Hope 
286. There is a co-operative store, the 
property of tho village, yielding a profit 
of 8 shillings in the pound, The chapel 
and Sunday school haye been built by 
the workmen themgelyes at a cost of 
£2,700, and, while, in the United King- 
dom as a whole, one in four persons 
over 60 years of age receives parish pay 
at least fora part of the year, in Roe 
Green there ia not asingle one over this 
age receiving pauper relief. Clearly 
there is something to be said for a tec- 
total village.—Westminster Gazette,

ONE OF NELSON’S CAPTAINS, 


A Now Yorker Commanded » British Ship 
In the Battle of the Nile, 

The fifth ship was the Theseus, Cap- 
tain Ralph Willett Miller, This gentle- 
mun, Whom after his premature death 
Nelson styled ‘‘the only traly virtuous 
man | ever kuew,’’ was by birtha New 
Yorker, whose family had been loyalists 
during the American Revolution, <A let- 
ter from him to his wifo gives an ac- 
count of the fight which is at once 
among tho most vivid and from the 
professional standpoint the most satis- 
factory of those which have been trans- 
mitted tous, Of the Thosens’ entrance 
Ito the battle ho says: 

‘Tn ronning slong the enemy's line 
in the wake of the Zealous and Goliath, 
I observed their shot sweep just over ns, 
And knowing well that at such a mo- 
ment Frenchmen would not haye cool- 
ness enough to change their elevation, 
I closed thom suddenly, and, running 
under the arch of their shot, reserved 
my fire, every gun being loaded with 
two aid *some with three round shot, 
until I had the Guerrier’s masts in a 
line and her jibboom about six feet clear 
of our rigging. We then opened with 
such effect that a second breath could 
not be drawn before her main and miz- 
zen masts were also gone. This was pre- 
cisely at sunset, or 44 minutes past 6. 
Then passing between her and the Zeal- 
ous and as close as possible round the 
off side of the Goliath, we anchored by 
the stern exactly in a line with her and 
abreast the Spartiate. We had not been 
many minntes in action with the Spar- 
tiate when we observed one of our ships 
(and soon after knew her to bo the Van- 
guard, place herself so directly opposite 
to us on the outside of her that I desist- 
ed firing on her, that I might not do 
mischief to our friends, and directed ey- 
ery gun before the mainmast on the 
Aquilon (fourth French) and all abaft 
if on the Conquerant, giving up my 
proper bird to the admiral.’’—‘‘ Nelson 
Tn the Battle of the Nile,’’ by Captain 
Mahan, in Century. 


THE CRANE DANCE. 


Where the Soubrettes Got Their Idea For 
a Specialty, 

There is a dance called the crane 
dance, which is popular at the vaude- 
ville houses. At Lincoln park there is a 
real crane which does a crane dance, 
and those who haye seen its saltatorial 
feats say the bird does it much better 
than do the featherless, two legged ani- 
mals. 

No purely imitative dancing could 
fail to gain by being an exact copy of 
the performance of the long necked, 
spindle legged sand hill crane. Its steps 
are not only grotesque, but they are of 
a kind to make the gravest onlooker lose 
his dignity and laugh like a delighted 
boy at the circus. This Lincoln park 
bird at the outset of his dance is the 
personification of dignity. When in the 
days of his freedom he tripped it on his 
native sand hills for the sole benefit of 
his mate, he did so only in the spring- 
time, but now, in his lowly captive 
state, he dances in and out of season if 
the keeper who feeds him will but wave 
his arms and take an awkward step or 
two to give him encouragement. 

The crane begins its dance by shoving 
one long leg, with its claw attachment, 
straight out in front of his body. Then 
he lowers it and draws it back slowly 
until it is within an inch or two of the 
ground, Then there is a lightninglike 
double shufile, and the other leg is 
pointed to the front. Then the dance 
begins in earnest. The wings are 
stretched and beat the air in porfect 
time to the movement of the feet, be 
thoy going fast or slow. There is the 
semblance of a clog; then the sinuous 
foot and body movement of the nautch 
girl, and in a moment the whirl of the 
dancing deryish, to be succeeded as a 
finale by a sort of wild ‘‘all hands 
round,’’ in which every foather of tho 
bird is alive, as it enters into the joy of 
the dance with an utter abandon, The 
act of stopping is like the ‘‘halt’’ of the 
German soldier—sudden, stiff and in- 
stant. Then the crane marches away to 
a corner with a still stately tread, but 
With an eyo which appears to reveal em- 
barrassment.—Chicago Times-Herald. 


English Administration of Jamaica,

GOURAGE AND DISCIPLINE. 
London, Jan, 27.—A despatch (o the 
“Daily Telegraph” from Port Louis, Island: 
of Mauritius, publisled to day, furnishes 
particulars of the loss of the Britikh-Indian 
troopship Wurren Hastings, which was 
wiecked off the island of Reunion on Fri- 
day, Jan. 14.—The troopship ran ashore at 
230 nm, The shock was severe. It was 
very dark, and torrents of rain were falling. 
She liad on board soldiers and crew to the 
number of 122 men, besides & number of 
women and children, the families of the 
married men of the military force, When 
the ship struck the troops were ordered to 
retire from the upper deck, to which they 
had flocked on the first alarm, and fall in 
below, ‘This Hh, did promptly with per- 
fect discipline, although the men were fully 
conscious of the danger which they were in. 
They were quietly mustered between decks. 
Owing to the fact that surf boats could not 
be ueed in landing the troops, two officers 
of the Warren Hastings were lowered from 
the ship's bow to the rocks, and when it 
was found that a landing could be effected 
in this way the disembarkation of the 
soldiers was begun at four o'clock a.m., 
Commander Holland hoping it was safe to 
retain the women, chi ayenpant siok on 
board till daylight.

FORTY-ONE YEARS IN INDIA. 


Lord Roberta has written a book giving 
his reminiscences of forty-one years service 
in Iodia, Here are three episodes taken 
froin its interesting pages :— 

TRAPPED MUTINEERS. 

At Lucknow the strong enclosure hnown 
as tho Sikunderbagh was occupied by two 
thousand rebels, as brave as they wero rero 
lute, bent upon fighting to the last. The 
scene after the capture Would require the 
pen of a Zola to depict, The mutineers 
were caught in o trap, the only outlet being 
by the gateway and the breach through 
which our troops continued to pour. Inch 
by inch the mutincers were forced back to 
the pavilion, and into the space between it 
and the north wall, where they were all 
shot or bayoneted. There they lay in a heap 
as high as my head, a heaving, surging mass 
of dead and dying inextricably entangled 
It was a sickening sight, one of those which, 
even in the excitement of battle and the 
flash of victory, make one feel atrongly what 
a horrible side thore is to war, The wretch- 
ed wounded men could not get clear of their 
dead comrades, however great their etruggles 
were, and those near the top of thia ghastly 
pile of writhing humanity vented their rage 
and disappointment on every British officer 
who approached, by showering upon him 
abuse of the grossest description, Only 
three or four of the rebels escaped. They 
dropped over the wall, 


A LUCKNOW STORY. 


A shell, fortunately a bliod one, from the 
enemy's howitzer came into Watson's equad- 
ron, which was drawn up under the Mar- 
tiniere tank ; it etruck a trooper’s saddle in 
front, and must have lifted the man partly 
out of it, for it passed between his thigh aud 
the horse, tearing the suddle to ehreds, and 
sending One piece of it high into the air, 
The horse was knocked down but not hurt; 
the man’s thigh was ooly badly bruised, aod 
he was able to ride aguin in a fow days, 
One of Watson's officers, Captain Cosserat, 
haviog exsmined the man and horse, came 
up aod reported to Watson, who, <f course, 
wae expecting to be told they were both 
dead, and added, “I think we had 
better not tell this story in England, for no 
ope would believe it,” I myself was close 
to the squadron, and distinctly saw what 
happened. 

TAE FIRST REINFORCEMENT, 


Amongst the fugitives from Delhi waa

22nd, 1896, has given the first utterinco 
suggesting the diefranchisement of Ladians 
First, upon the ground that they have not 
proven themsolves leas suscaptiblo to the 
influences of the election corraptionista than 
their neighbors, full-fledged citizens. Second 
to choose between the advantages of 
tribalism on the one hand, and of citizia- 
ship on the other. Io the firet instance you 
have cited the part they have played in

apy worth, is I presume no worse than 
holesale promises of public works by a 
roment, aca bribe to the electorats of 
tituency which is done and admitted, 
theinfluence equally bad in effect in 
esther care? The cifenco of the Indian 

Ts forth the menace of disfranchisement, 
than which no humiliation can bo moe 
supreme ; while such acta as those which 
were brought to light in the London trial, 
though disgraceful in a much higher deyree, 
are excueable, I euppose, because they were 
the acta of intelligent citizens, This pretty 
arcay of logic aeems to be the sole base of 
your argument for the repeal of our rights. 
But of course you were not inspired by 
projudice ; the force of that logic awept you 
on! 

Let meopen your eyes tu a few facta 
about the Indiansabout which you seem to 
be ignorant. Your editorial conveye the 
idea that the Indians are practically depend- 
ent on the government and country through 
the receipts of perpetual annuities. This ia 
not the case. 

They have at their credit in the Govern 
ment in the neighborhood of three millions 
of dollare, held in trust for then, from 
which is paid every dollar the Indians incur 
in carrying on their municipsl expenses wud 
public worke op the freserves. Nota dollar 
is taken from the national treasury to be 
appropriated towarde their maintenance, 
The annuities are the interest only from this 
Tnvested capital and this the Dominion owes 
tothe Indians, Ethically the Indians are 
the creditors of the Dominion, and should 
the time arrive when they decide to manage 
their own affairs, Parliament would be asked 
for an appropriation to pay over in gold these 
trust funds referred to, which would now 
amoant to some millions of dollars, The 
interest on these fands are mere pin money. 
Not one family oan depend upon it for a 
® living, therefore he farms and works at 

i means of subsistence. I 
polot with pride as an instance of thriftiness 
in this regard tothe Six Nations, of Grand 
River, and the Mohawke, of the Bay of 
Quinte. lotelligent and industrious, they 
may bo placed about on o level with their 
neighbors in Canada, while they are infinite- 
ly better citizens than much of the foreign 
ypeaieslon of the neighboring republic 

Oreover they are tax-payers from the 
stand-point of being consumers and thus are 
contributors to the national debt of tho 
Domioion, Apart from this their neighbors 
receive the benefit of every dollar they 
spend, which is not a small item.

off what is owing to the Indians, What are 
tho Indians of thin country according to 
those facts? They are independent financially 
their lands are their own and unencamber- 
ed, Have they not as ample o claim to be 
recognized now as they have had since 1885, 
when Parliament extended the priviiege 
of the franchise? The fact that thoy 
are born British subjects and true to their 
allegiance to the crown—thoeir ancestors 
having shared in the ware that mark tho

TIGER MEN IN AFRICA. 


A Barbarous Practice Described 
w Missionary.

The worst rascal in the Iyveuch Kon- 
go, on far og I know, is the tiger man, 
One has & experience this affliction to 
fully realize what it means. Ihad heard 
about tiger men and their deeds for some 
years, but they acemed to bo a thing of 
the past until their doings were revived 
in the spring of 1894, 

There is a belief among tho natives 
that if one kills 10 chickens, 10 ducks, 
10 goats, 10 children, 10 women and 10 
men he will never die, and to gain this 
desired end people are murdered by 
wholesale. We Jost goats through tiger 
men in 1890, but as no person was 
killed no one paid much attention, 

The murderer dresses himself in a 
tiger skin and walks on all fours when- 
svor near persons he wishes to kill, but 
When alone he walks erect. Small 
knives carried in the belt of his dress 
are the instruments with which these 
foul deeds are committed. One morning 
in March, 1894, we were told that a lit- 
tle girl and her mother had been killed 
the previous night. The woman was 
awakened by some strange noise and 


found the tiger man trying to carry her 
child away. She fought for the little 
girl and was cut so badly that sho died 
bofore morning. The girl was taken 
away, and only her hands were found. 
The rest of the body was oarried off. 
The whole country waa aroused, but no 
one seemed to know who did it, 

Not long after a little boy was killed 
while camping in the forest with a lot 
of older people to gather palm nuts. As 
soon as all was quiet again and the na- 
tiyos began to feel safe another caso 
happened, and finally few persons dared 
to go out after night. During the year 
1594, 24 murders came toour attention, 
One of our former mission boys, a lad 
of 15, was killed, and only his head was 
found, We determined then to stop this 
horrid custom if wecould. We inquired 
of influential men who the murderer 
was. yory one of them named the 
same person, or, rather, two persons. 
We promised that we would not betray 
the natives and asked the Ivench offi- 
cial what should be done. He author- 
ized us toarrest tho tiger men if we 
could, 

We called a big meeting of 21] the 
influential men of the county, and of 
course we sent a special invitation to 
the tiger men. All the people came, and 
we s00n had the two murderers in our 
power and sent them to Mayumba. Tho 
French agent there kopt them locked 
up a little while and then let them go, 
If was too much trouble for him to sift 
the matter, and what did he care if a 
few more niggers were killed? While 
this was going on wo lost three goats 
in oue night, They were killed by 
tiger men to show their appreciation of 
our part in the matter. Tha men who 
had been released neyer came back to 
our country, but went away to another 
district. Our natives were disgusted 
with the government because these mur- 
derers were let go. 

Shortly after a woman was killed 
some six miles from us. We offered the 
chief our assistance, but he did not 
seem willing to deliver up the man, al- 
though he had been caught in’ the act. 
But the man got his deserts soon enough, 
The woman was leaving her house in 
the evening with her daughter. Soon 
the girl oalled ont, ‘‘Pather, some one 
is hurting mother.’’ The father came 
ronping, picking up a heavy stick as 
he ran, and he struck the tiger man 
across tha back, disabling him, After 
awhile the chlef and some others took 
the tiger man into the bush and gave 
bim the ‘‘sass’’ wood poison, and when 
the man died they threw his body 
away. The chief told us this was the 
only way to get rid of the tiger men. 
There was no use in taking them to the 
French. Justice would not be meted 
out to them, and if they were not pun- 
ished severely they would return and 
kill more people. 

This was indeed the right thing to do, 
as tho event proved. It did frighten 
other tiger men for a time at least, and 
we heard nothing more of them while 
we were in the French Kongo.—New 
York Sun, 


Value of Evidence. 

A few years ago an English traveler 
in Turkey reported a case of stoaling as 
it was tried in the courts of that coun- 
try. The Armonian newspapers of that 
time, commentibg upon the case, said 
that it proved that tho testimony of a 
calf was worth more than that of two 
Christians, 

A Turk, coveting a cow belonging to 
4 Christian, succeeded in stealing it. 
The owner complained of the theft to 
the nearest judge, bringing a friend to 
corroborate his story, and he demanded 
the restoration of his property. ‘The 
judge declined to believe either the in- 
jared man or his friend, 

On this the injured man said, “Ihave 
the calf of this cow at a place very near 
the court, and if your honor will havo 
the cow brought to the calf and will 
observe the two together he will imme- 
diately perceive by their affection for 
each other that the cow must be the 
mother of the calf, and this will proye 
that she belongs to mo, '’ 

Accordingly the judge ordered tho 
cow to be brought to the calf and went 
himself to seo the two. No sooner had 
the calf set eyes on the cow than it 
claimed her as mother. The judge was 
convinced and ordered the cow to be 
given up to the Christian, —Youth’s 
Companion.

It is very certain that, whatever the 


derivation may be, it (the Jow’s harp) 
has little or no special affinity to tho 
Jewish race, though it ia of extremely 
ancient date, Ite introduction into Eng- 
land cannot be traced, but the term is 
clearly a corrupted form of the French 
jeu’trompo, literally a toy trampet, but 
the corruption of jeu into Jew is evi- 
dently of a good age. Perbaps it was a 
jeu d’esprit. Timbs, in his ‘‘Popular 
Error,’’ says that the instrument is 
called a Jow’s harp by Hakluyt. Ba- 
con called it jeu-trumpe, while jeu- 
trump is used by Beaumont and 
Fletcher, In Bailey’s Dictionary (1788) 
will be found ‘‘Jews harp, an instru- 
ment of musick,’' The substitution of 
‘harp’? commonly for ‘‘tramp’’ is ap- 
parently a later growth, although, of 
course, Hakluyt points to an early use, 
In all probability the French origin of 
the term is the correct one and ‘‘jaws- 
harp’? may have been the matter of fact 
name invented by the country folk 
amopg whom it  cireulated—maybe 
through the efforts of the chapman and 
the packman. Brower is very brief on 
the subject. He confines himself to the 
statement that ‘‘the best players on this 
instrument haye been Koch, a Prussian 
soldier under Frederick the Greut, Ku- 
nert, Amstein and some others.’’ He 
makes no snention of. Enlenstein, who 
may be said to have been the master of 
all players. 

The celebrated Stephanie Felicite 
(countess de Genlis) in her memoirs 
tells usa great deal about Koch, the 
German player, which is worth record- 
ing. This soldier, who is desvribed as a 
“‘musician,’’ was in the service of Fred- 
erick the Great, and, being fond of re- 
lieving the tedium of sentry go, he used 
to practice on the Jew’s harp with con- 
siderable skill. Ono night Frederick, 
who was an amateur musician, heard 
what he thought was a distinct orches- 
tra under his window, when he discoy- 
ered that the sounds came from one of 
his privates. Surprised on learning that 
such wonderful effects conld be produced 
by a single man with two Jews’ harps, 
he ordered the player into his presence. 
He was duly presented to the king the 
following morning and performed, to the 
delight and satisfaction of his majesty, 
who rewarded Koch with $50 and gave 
him his discharge that he might devote 
his time and attention to the advance 
of his talent. 

Koch had not theslightest knowledge 
of music, but owed his ability to nut- 
ural taste and instinct, He made quite 
a fortune traveling about and perform- 
ing in public and private and retired to 
Vienna, where he lived until long past 
the age of 80, He died about 1880. He 
used two harps at once, in “the same 
manner as the peasants of the Tyrol,’’ 
and produced without doubt the har- 
mony of two notes struck at the same 
moment, which was considered by the 
musically curious a8 somewhat extraor- 
dinary when the limited powors of the 
instrament were remembered, Herr 
Koch had a fine idea of theatrical effect, 
for it was his custom to require that all 
tho lights should be extinguished in or- 
der that the illusion produced by his 
playing might be increased. 

Another German, a peasant and herds- 
man named Eulenstein, about the be- 
ginning of this contury devoted his at- 
tention to the cultivation of the jew’s 
harp, softening and enriching the tone 
of this ‘‘twanging’’ instrument into al- 
most perfect harmony. Indeed Hulen- 
stein acquired 4 musical reputation from 
the way he manipulated this meager and 
not overagreeable instrument. The jew's 
harp, usually dospised and ignored, 
possesses three different tones—the bass 
tones of the first octave have some re- 
semblance to those of the flute and clar- 
inet; those of the middle and high to 
the yox humana of some organs; lastly, 
the harmonival sounds are exactly like 
those of the harmonicon, It is conceived 
that this diversity of tone, quotes Tho 
Mirror (1827), affords already a great 
variety in the execution, which is al- 
ways looked upon as being feeble and 
trifling on account of the smallness of 
the instrument. It was not thought 
possible to derive much pleasure from 
any attempt which could be made to 
conquer the difficulties of so limited an 
instrument, because, in the extent of 
three octaves, there were a nuenber of 
spaces which could not bo filled up by 
the talent of the player. Besides the 
most ample modulation is impossible, 
Herr Eulenstein remedied the inconven- 
ience by joining 16 jew’s harps, which 
he tuned in his own special way, and 
80 performed his selection by changing 
the harps with extreme rapidity, al- 
Ways keoping one harp in advance, so 
4s not to interrupt the measure, He be- 
camo so proficient that he was able to 
execute with grace and ease raonning 
ovor four octaves, many quite diffioult 
Italian, French and German pieces, Ho 
was induced by the Duke of Gordon in 
1828, who was delighted with hia per- 
formunces, to tour in Scotland, where 
tho jow’'s harp is still rather popular. 

Euloustein also visited the chief 
towns of England, and drew crowds to 
bear his novel ontertainment in London, 
Tt is presomed that he returned to hia 
own country about 1882, Sinoe then 
the Jow's harp seems to have fallen into 
disrepute, and its position as a sorions 
moans of musical enjoyment is no longer 
admitted,—London Standard,

Malling Candy Abroad. 

A young man who apparently knows 
4 girl in London came into the office the 
other day and asked whether candy 
could be sent abroad through the mails.

“That is to say, you can send 10 
ounces to London for 6 cents, but it 
would cost you 10 cents to send it to 
Brooklyn, So if you are thinking of 
sonding a pound it will cost you $1.60, 
The stamp department is right over

A good deal of superficial claptrap is 
repented year after year by writers 
about the remarkablo sobriety of the 
Latin races generally and of the French 
people in particular, The Italians cer- 
tainly seom to be as abstemious as they 
are hard working, but as for the French 
they are doclared by their own most 
eminent medical authorities to be un- 
dergoing a rapid process of degenera- 
Hon, brought on by the reckless con- 
sumption of brain paralyzing, blood 
poisoning liquors. 

Dr. Brunon, the well known director 
of the medical school at Rouen, and a 
student of his, M. Tourdot, have just 
published the results of their studies on 
the subject, and these are eminontly 
calculated to alarm Trench patriots.

published in London show that the an- 

nual consumption of liquor in the capi- 
tal is largely on the increase.

$100,000, 000, will be spont this year in 
acoholic drinks by the dwellors in the 
metropolis. ‘This sum, it is computed, 
would nearly eight times pay for the 
school board maintenance, added to the 
cost of necessary new schoo] buildings. 
Tho appropriations for tho relief of

drink bill. The London debt of about 

$96,000,000 could be paid in one year by 
the amotint spent on liquor and a bal- 
ance of nearly $4,000,000 left over.

LINCOLN AND BOYS IN BLUE. 
An Envelope That Is More Valuable Than 
the Best Stamp In Any Collection—The 
Soldier Who Wouldn't Tell Lincoln «

president, 

Frank King was a. Lamartine boy, 
fresh from the farm, and: a character 
our whole company took to kindly from 
the first. 

When the army was camped in Vir- 
pinia, near Washington, the winter of 
1861-2, it was a common practice with 
the soldiers, when they got a pass, to 
visit the city to buy a package of en- 
velopes and call at the capitol, send in 
for their senator or representative and 
get him to frank them. 

One of our boys came back to oamp 
in high feather. He had two packages 
of envelopes—one franked by Senator 
James R. Doolittle, now a Chicago law- 
yer, the other by the late Senator T, O. 
Howe, who succeeded Captain James as 
postmaster general in President Arthur's 
cabinet. For 20 years senators and mem- 
bers have been giving a good deal of 
their time to helping the soldiers with 
their pension claims, If they haye done 
it as willingly and pleasantly as they 
used to frank envelopes for the boys, 

they must be pretty nearly angels. 

“You follows, there, are making o 
big blast over getting a couple uf sena- 
tors to frank your envelopes,’’ said 
Frank King. ‘‘Just you wait till you see 
me come back from Washington with 
the president’s name on some letter coy- 


ers,’’ 
Within a few days Frank King and 
Harry Dunn, who for years after the 
war was a Chicago business man, went 
to the city. They called at the White 
House. It was easier to see the president 
then than itis now. At certain hours 
of the day a soldier could reach the 
chief executive with fully as much ease 
as a senator can in these later years, 

King was the ringleader. Approach- 
ing the guard, he said: ‘‘We want to 
see Mr, Lincoln, Please stand aside and 
let us pass.”’ 

“Who are you, and what is your busi- 
ness?’’ 

“You tell old Abe we have charge of 
a regiment over on Arlington Heights 
and want to see him on an important 
matter. He'll let us in,”
